Stereo sound became a reality for the 
United States and Canada in 1984, 
when the FCC adopted the Multi- 
channel Television Sound standard 
(MTS). Today, more than 30 percent 
of color TVs sold in North America 
are equipped to receive MTS. Televi- 
sion broadcasters must meet FCC re- 
quirements when they encode their 
signal (encoding is necessary to make 
the signal compatible with mono TV 
receivers), but there is no such regu- 
lation regarding the decoding of that 
signal. 

For the past two years several 
manufacturers have been replacing, 
in some of their models, the dbx-TV 
Noise Reduction circuitry, which had 
been both the FCC recommended 
and the de facto standard, of their 
MTS systems with another decoding 
system. According to Win Craft, 
Technology Licensing Manager of 
dbx, separation in some of these sets 
may never exceed 4 or 5 dB, and 
frequency response is often limited 
to 3 kHz. “As

Television audio, being an FM sig- 
nal, is subject to higher noise levels at 
the higher frequencies. The dbx sys- 
tem was specifically chosen by the 
FCC because it corrected this prob- 
lem in a continuous manner. Ac- 
cording to Craft, the non-dbx decod- 
ers only reduce this noise within a 
very limited, arbitrary range. In fact, 
even the dbx system is a compromise 
at best and will be inadequate for 
future HDTV application as well as 
insufficient for Dolby Surround, Pro 
Logic, SRS and other current advanced 
sound processors. 

Most other MTS systems, for now, 
still have dbx-TV Noise Reduction. 
Aside from brand-shopping, the most 
reliable ways to look for the dbx ver- 
sion are to check for the presence of 
SAP (which the new decoder doesn’t 
provide) or the dbx logo on the product.

The Wow Factor 


When engineers see a high-definition TV set, they usually focus on its 
crisp, superior resolution. But when ordinary citizens first see one (and 
there haven’t been many), what stands out—the feature that gives the 
set its Wow Factor—is the wide, movie-compatible, 16:9 screen. And 
thanks in part to this reaction, the odds are growing that we’re going 
to see a lot of widescreen TV sets before HDTV establishes itself. 
Widescreen TV sets, both prototypes and production models, were 
the rage at this fall’s vast Funkaustellung consumer electronics show in 
Berlin, as senior editor Brent Butterworth reports from the scene in 





‘this issue’s “Late News.” They’re already for sale in several European 


countries, and they’re headed for these shores, with the first due to 
land within a few months. 

For consumers, widescreen TV sets offer a dramatically different 
visual experience. For manufacturers, they provide a technological 
steppingstone (upgradable when the time comes) to full HDTV. For 
broadcasters, they will make it possible to develop widescreen TV pro- 
grams without enduring the immense cost of HDTV transmission 
equipment. 

Something for everyone? That’s the hope of manufacturers like 
Thomson and Philips, which are aggressively gearing up to produce 
widescreen sets. Some observers warn this means we'll be settling for a 
second-best TV system —that full HDTV, with its promise of greatly 
improved picture quality, will recede further into the future. 

We think it’s too early for such judgments. But two facts seem 
clear: Widescreen TV is an important, exciting step in the story of 
video. And its arrival is certain to ignite a new cycle of change in pro- 
gramming styles and viewing habits. Expect to be surprised.

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8mm shrinks—yet again 


Camcorders continue their remark- 
able record of miniaturization. Both 
Sony and Canon are introducing ultra- 
lights weighing 1.3 pounds. Sony’s 8mm 
CCD-TR351 is only slightly smaller than 
last year's CCD-TR4, but it is noticeably 
lighter. 

Despite its light weight, it packs 
more features than the TR4, including 
AFM stereo sound and a world clock 
that allows instant time zone adjust- 
ments. It uses the same fast, stable auto- 
focus as Sony's Hi8 CCD-TR81 with a 
smooth manual focus wheel on the front 
for easy access. 

Sony achieved the TR51’s light 
weight by using a digital processing chip 
that replaces several analog circuits. 

Meanwhile, just as we go to press, 
Canon displayed its 8mm UCI, clearly 
the result of a major design overhaul. 
The UCI also jams in a bounty of fea- 
tures, including an 8x lens and a remote 
that attaches to the body. A lighter 
chassis, new aspherical optics and lay- 
ered chips are among Canon’s space- 
saving innovations. A companion unit,

Widescreen TV spreads 
across Europe 


If Europe is any indication, widescreen 
TV sets are well on their way to domi- 
nating video. At the Funkausstellung 
World of Consumer Electronics Show in 
Berlin, Germany, nearly every major 
manufacturer displayed at least a proto- 
type 16:9 set, including Hitachi, Sony, 
Mitsubishi and Toshiba. The sets receive 
European widescreen satellite broad- 
casts in the D2-MAC standard, a wide- 
screen version of the PAL system used in 
most of Europe. They also digitally ex- 
pand letterboxed videos to fill the 
screen, eliminating the black bars at the 
top and the bottom.

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The sounds 
of ‘Silence’ 


If there’s one thing that sticks with you 
after seeing the smash hit The Silence of 
the Lambs (Orion Home Video), it’s that 
voice. In the role of Hannibal “The Can- 
nibal” Lecter, an incarcerated serial 
killer who may well know the identity of 
another mass murderer still on the loose, 
Anthony Hopkins developed a fright- 
eningly vivid character that will likely 
earn him an Academy Award next year. 
But Lecter’s manner of speech—at the 
same time utterly serene and unmistaka- 
bly menacing — will live on in the hearts 
and minds of horror fans for many years 
to come. 

In a recent interview, Hopkins told 
us the voice just popped into his head 
the first time he read the script. He later 
tried it out at his first meeting with the 
cast and crew. “We sat around a big ta- 
ble with [director] Jonathan Demme, 
[scriptwriter] Ted Talley, [co-stars] Jodie 
Foster, Scott Glenn and Ted Levine, and 
we started to read the screenplay,” Hop- 
kins says. “I was a little nervous, and [ 
thought, ‘Well, I’m here with all these 
great American actors. I’d better put 
into practice what I’ve been thinking 
about the character.’ ” Suddenly, Hop- 
kins adopts the spine-tingling voice: 
“You know what you look like with your 
good bag and your cheap shoes? 

“As soon as I said that line, I heard 
this sort of nervous laughter all around 
the table, and I knew that | had it. We 
came to the end of the speech and Jon- 
athan just looked at me and whispered, 
‘Yeah.’ That’s what an actor has to do. If 
you get impressions that come out of 
your subconscious — or wherever the 
hell they come from — you've got to grab 
onto them without analyzing them. Just 
go with it—don’t question it.” 

Most actors’would consider Han- 
nibal Lecter to be the role of a lifetime, 
but Hopkins didn’t stop long enough to 
worry about it—he’s already completed 
three films since The Silence of the 
Lambs, and was set to begin work on 
Francis Ford Coppola’s Dracula along 
with Winona Ryder and Gary Oldman. 
Would Hopkins consider reprising his 
role in a film version of Lambs author

Hollywood, Ohio 


The latest trend in moviemaking comes 
not from Hollywood, but from the heart- 
land. Rather than pay years of Holly- 
wood dues, a handful of ambitious low- 
budget movie producers are opting to 
live out their dreams on their own using 
home video equipment. 

One of the most prolific is Mike 
Bennett, an Ohio engineer now working 
on his third feature-length movie. In 
1985, creatively stifled in engineering 
school, Bennett wrote a screenplay, 
bought a video camera and a portable 
VHS VCR, and began shooting. “The 
first time I shot video was the day we 
started shooting that movie,” he remem- 
bers. While his movies aren’t master- 
pieces of technical filmmaking, humor- 
ous writing and hammy acting keep 
them entertaining, especially for cam- 








corder enthusiasts who can appreciate 
the effort that goes into each film. 

His first feature, Nightmare on Nep- 
tune, cost $400 to make and runs about 
90 minutes. It features Bennett leading a 
crew of space commandos against a 
group of Nazis who left Earth in V-2 
rockets after World War II. “I cast my 
teachers and bosses as the Nazis,” he re- 
calls with satisfaction. 


While Neptune has the technical

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glitches you'd expect of a first effort, 
Bennett’s second feature, a $200 vam- 
pire epic called Lord of the Shadows, is 
much slicker. His writing also improved, 
especially in the scene where the heroes 
repel the vampire with a piece of garlic 
bread. 

His latest effort should be his best 
yet, thanks in part to his new Panasonic 
AG-450 S-VHS camcorder. What Now? 
chronicles a small town’s reaction to 
rumors of impending nuclear war. One 
scene, shot in a supermarket after mid- 
night, documents a battle between a 
motorcycle gang, a college fraternity and 
masked gunmen. 

“I got permission from the super- 
market manager,” Bennett explains, 
“but I don’t think he understood the 
magnitude of what we were doing. 
There were vegetables flying every- 
where — we even cut open tomatoes and 
filled them with ketchup for extra splat- 
ter. We also had jousts with grocery 
carts and brooms. A cameraman ran 
along the top of the store shelves to cap- 
ture all the action.” 

Bennett had planned to make mov- 
ies just for fun, but rave reviews from 
friends led him to duplicate the tapes 
and print full-color boxes. He even per- 
suaded a few video dealers to stock 
them. If you'd like to see what can be 
done on a budget 1/250,000th that of 
Terminator 2, you can order each of Ben- 
nett’s movies from Pantload Produc- 
tions, 5722 Craigmont Court, Huber 
Heights, OH 45424, for $19.95 plus 
$1.25 shipping.

Jim Sheridan’s 
field of dreams 


“It's much more primitive than My Left 
Foot,” says writer-director Jim Sheridan 
of themes found in The Field, the follow- 
up to his immensely successful first film. 
Adapted from a play that was the biggest 
Irish box office success of the past 25 
years, The Field is the tragic story of a 
tenant farmer whose obsession with 
owning the land he has worked his en- 
tire life threatens to destroy his family 
and, eventually, himself. ‘‘Since way 
back it’s just cattle and land in Ireland,” 
explains the Irish-born Sheridan. “Be-

cause of the history of the country, its 
famines, land is really important. 

“What interested me in the play was 
the main character's obsession with get- 
ting that field. J equated that with 
making a film, with my own struggle to 
get My Left Foot made.” 

The Field was originally set to star 
Irish actor Ray McAnally (Christy 
Brown's father in My Left Foot) as farmer 
Bull McCabe, but McAnally died before 
filming could begin. Richard Harris then 
decided the part would be perfect for 
him, and lobbied Sheridan tirelessly to 





get it. The result, Harris’ first film ap- 
pearance since 1984, landed him an Os- 
car nomination for Best Actor. 

Though the two had disagreements 
during production, Sheridan has noth- 
ing but praise for the veteran actor. 
“He’s grand, very passionate — and he’s 
been off the gargle for a decade,” Sher- 
idan grins, in reference to Harris’ legen- 
dary days as a two-fisted drinker. 

As a director who has worked pri- 
marily in live theater, Sheridan feels he 
is in a rare position as a filmmaker in 
troubled Ireland. “There haven't been 
many movies about the Irish people that 
define their character, so we're in a posi- 
tion to do that for the first time. Imagine 
a society where every action gets you 
into trouble. That’s not going to be a so- 
ciety that makes films easily.”

Reconcilable Differences. Rumors suggesting that 
some of Pioneer’s latest combi players are incompatible 
with existing laserdiscs appear to greatly exaggerate the 
problem. According to a Pioneer spokesman, a circuitry 
enhancement in the CLD-1090, CLD-2090, CLD-3090 
and CLD-31 models render the machines unable to read 
the NTSC recognition subcode on a very small number 
of discs, mostly older titles from the Image Entertain- 
ment and Polygram catalogs. But Pioneer has promised 
to make reparations for any disc found to be incompatible with its players. 
Anyone who has purchased one of the above models and finds a compatibility 
problem should call 800-421-1612, ext. 1200, to obtain assistance. 

Truth in Packaging. A recently introduced congressional bill would re- 
quire video distributors to place a warning label stating, “This film is not the 





version originally released” on all tapes and discs that are panned-and- 
scanned, colorized or otherwise altered. Not surprisingly, the Film Disclosure 
Act of 1991 has video retailers and distributors up in arms at the prospect of 
adding a “derogatory” message to the vast majority of video software. We’d 
like to suggest a compromise: Instead of a vague, meaningless warning, a 
standardized label on each package could list the film’s original aspect ratio, 
the video version’s aspect ratio and any other pertinent specifics. Besides, this 
information will soon become essential when monitors that allow the viewer 
to select the size and shape of a video image become commonplace.

We liked Fisher’s FVC-880 (“Video- 
tests,” Oct. 90), the first binocular-style 
camcorder, but its fuzzy logic autofocus 
had a tendency to hunt, or pulse back 
and forth, in search of a subject. The 
FVC-990's fuzzy logic circuitry works 
better, performing very well compared to 
most through-the-lens autofocus de- 
signs. Fuzzy logic is a type of artificial in- 
telligence that makes compromises in 
much the same way humans do. In the 
FVC-990, Fisher uses it to control auto- 
matic focus, exposure and white bal- 
ance. 

The FVC-990's 2-3/8-inch-thick 
chassis makes it one of the easiest cam- 
corders to pack. Other interesting fea-

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flap covering the top. Underneath are 
buttons that provide direct control over 
functions included in the camcorder's 
menu, plus the counter, synchro edit 
and other functions. 

Using the FVC-990 is tedious at 
first. It doesn’t have logical control 
groupings, but with experience, the user 
will learn to handle it.

since only a few options are accessible 
from the front panel.

small depression houses the DC out jack 
for the RF adapter, the input/output se- 
lector and jacks for video and audio in/ 
out. Beside them are the edit switch, the 
remote pause jack and an earphone 
| jack. The security strap is on the camera 
projection up front.

Most other controls are in three 
rows on the camera end. In the top row 
are narrow bars for auto/manual focus, 
white balance and high-speed shutter.

The camera section and the 
grip are a bit skinny so there is a little 
extra strain on the wrist, but the run/ 
stop trigger and the zoom rocker are 
easy to reach. 

All the other camera controls are 
well-organized and touch-coded. The 
biggest controls in the middle row are 
the full auto switch and buttons for 
manual focus, fade in/out and BLC/gain 





up. As you learn to recognize the but- 
tons by shape and touch, you won’t have 
to move your eye from the finder to 
make adjustments; confirming legends 
are presented in the display. 

The playback buttons are on the top 
edge of the camcorder and require little 
explanation. The camera section is a bit 
noisy and delivers a video signal-to- 
noise ratio of about 8 decibels below 
those for the recorder at optimum light- 
ing. Minimum illumination is rated at 1 
lux, which it achieves with a contrast 
range of 23 IRE units and 27.4 dB, un- 
weighted video S/N. Using our method 
of measurement, minimum illumination 
is 2.9 lux for 50 IRE with a drop of no 
more than 6 dB from optimum S/N. Pic- 
ture quality is very good compared to 
other VHS camcorders. 

Audio frequency response of the 
mono linear track is 100 Hertz to 12.5 ki- 
lohertz, + 6/-3 dB, with an audio S/N of 
42.1 dB and a total harmonic distortion 
of 1.5 percent. The 6 dB peak at about 5 
kilohertz, which is unusual, and the 
shape of the response curve show it to be 
most sensitive to the speech range that 
enhances intelligibility, so sound quality 
is attuned more to speech than music. 
Audio quality is average to good. a

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Even though few people believe every- 
thing they see on TV, most never ques- 
tion what they hear. But sound is often 
the most artificial part of a video or film 
production. Technicians usually load 
soundtracks with effects—from foot- 
steps and engine noises to alien voices — 
to enhance the impact of live sound. 

Although amateur editors can pro- 
duce sound effects with homegrown 
tools like pots and pans and coconut 
halves, it typically requires lots of help 
or an extra generation of editing. But 
Videonics has come to the rescue with 
an inexpensive sound effects device 
called the Boing Box. 

The $179 Boing Box combines a ster- 
eo audio mixer and a digital sound ef- 
fects generator. It has two stereo audio 
inputs, one for a VCR or camcorder, the 
other for background music from CD or 
tape. It also has mini jacks for a micro- 
phone and headphones. There are 
sliders for VCR, mic and music/effects 
levels, and a loop-through video input, 
which makes it easy to hook up with 
standard audio/video cables. 

To produce a sound, just punch the 
two-digit number listed next to it on the 
front of the mixer. Its 77 sounds include 
human voice effects, such as screams 
and laughter; natural sounds like bird 
songs, dog barks and wind; buzzers, bells

and other noisemakers; auto, train and 
plane noises; crashes and explosions; 
and, of course, a rimshot. Because 
they’re digitally sampled, most sounds 
are quite realistic. It also plays melodies, 
such as “Here Comes the Bride.” 

Custom sounds can be created 
through use of 12 effects, such as repeat, 
fade in, pitch change and backward play. 
For example, using the backward and 
lower pitch effects on the gunshot cre- 
ates a jet plane sound that is actually 
much better than the one included on 
the mixer. 

The Boing Box’s sequencer makes it 
especially useful for editing. It memor- 
izes the sounds you select, then plays 
them back in order. Alternately, each 
sound can be triggered manually using 
forward and reverse play keys. This 
makes it very easy to synchronize sound 
effects with video images. 

Like Videonics’ other products, the 
Boing Box offers smooth, comfortable 
controls and a solid feel—a welcome re- 
lief from the low quality seen in many 
inexpensive accessories. We think it’s 
one of the easiest, least expensive ways 
to liven up a dull video. After all, Ameri- 
ca’s Funniest Home Videos proved that for 
sheer entertainment value, a few boings, 
splats and crashes can go a lot farther 

than cinematic technique. rs

Super speakers 
for videophiles 


Both audiophiles and videophiles are re- 
alizing that the sonic requirements for 
home theater are different from those 
for music. A system designed to repro- 
duce the dulcet tones of Beethoven at 
Carnegie Hall, or the not-so-dulcet 
tones of Van Halen, isn’t as adept at re- 
producing the non-musical staccato of 
Ah-nuld’s machine gun rat-a-tat, or the 
soft pillow talk of Nicole Kidman as she 
undulates between rustling satin sheets 
with Tom Cruise. 

Two companies have recognized the 
special nature of sound for video. NHT 
has come to the videophile’s rescue with 
its VI-1 video speaker, and Monster Ca- 
ble has unveiled its Persona Sound Sys- 
tem, a powered speaker pair that can

improve the sound of your TV set. 

NHT admits its VT-1 isn’t great for 
music. But the speakers put you in the 
middle of car chases, explosions and ma- 
chine gun fire. And they’re a bargain at 
$330 each. 

The VT-1s have good imaging and a 
soundstage that lets listeners pick out 
particular sounds without being able to 
identify the precise speaker location, 
which is far more important in video ap- 
plications than in conventional audio. 
When listening to an orchestra on CD, 
the tinkle of the triangle merely needs to 
come from the back somewhere. When 
watching an orchestra on video, the tri- 
angle has to emanate from where you 
see the triangle player. 








Twin Towers: Unlike most speakers, NHT’s VT-1 is 
designed especially for reproducing movie sound. 


The VT-1 has enhanced bass to more 
accurately reproduce movie lows, mid- 
range designed to handle dialog, and a 
better dispersed high end. The latter re- 
sults in a slight boominess that recalls 
un-acoustic multiplex movie theaters. 

We found VT-Is worked most suc- 
cessfully when placed two or three feet 
from, or even slightly behind, the TV 
set. This keeps the sound source close to 
the picture, yet still provides a wide 
enough soundstage to hide it. Placement 
is made a bit easier by the small foot- 
print of the VT-1—it is 40 inches high 
and 5-1/2 inches square, with a flat, 10- 
inch-square base for stability. 

The Persona One system from Mon- 
ster Cable is designed for portable ster- 
eos, CD players and computers, but the 
seven-inch-high, lightweight pair can be 
also used to augment or replace the 
speakers in a TV set. Each of the two- 
way speakers attaches with adhesive- 
backed fasteners. One speaker houses 
the 10-watt amplifier, input jacks and 
controls for volume, bass boost and sur- 
round. A special circuit simulates sur- 
round ambience without using extra 
speakers, producing an effect much like 
the Hughes Sound Retrieval System. It 
places sound around the viewer so effec- 
tively, we caught ourselves looking over 
our shoulder for rear speakers. 

Priced at $229.95, the Persona One 
sounds much better than the speakers 
built into most TV sets, making it per- 
fect for videophiles who want better 
sound without the expense or complex- 
ity of a full home theater system. The 
wiring can be difficult, complicated by 
jacks that are not solidly mounted, and 
the adhesive fasteners can be tough to 
use. But the sound is well worth the 
trouble. —Stewart Wolpin

How to cut through 
the clutter to find the 
VCR you really need. 








Buying a VCR is never easy, even if all 
that’s needed is a basic machine for 
watching movies. But it’s an even great- 
er challenge if you're after bigger game. 
Cutting through thickets of specifica- 
tions, claims and advice, one ear alert to 
the siren song of discounts, is a daunting 
prospect. 

It doesn’t have to be. We’re going to 
show you how to use common sense to 
simplify a task that frequently seems 
tricky enough to trip up a SWAT team. 
No matter how many VCRs you're con- 
fronted with, three key concepts will 
help you narrow your choices: use, price 
and context. And we’re going to exam- 
ine them one by one. 

The first step —simple, but often 
overlooked — is to decide how you'll use 
any VCR you buy. List the uses in their 
order of importance, whether that order 
is (1) editing, (2) timeshifting and (3) 
watching movies —or the reverse. This 
way, you'll clearly know why you’re buy- 
ing the machine. 

With this in mind, begin to look at 
the features VCRs offer. Focus on 
groups of features, rather than individu- 
al ones, since features tend to come in 
clusters. For example, a VCR with a key 
feature like a flying erase head is likely 
to include other useful editing features, 
like video dub. Narrow the search down 
to features you need and either already 
know how to use or are willing to learn 
how to use. 

Some features, like digital coloring 
effects, are amusing without necessarily 
being useful. Others, like 181-channel 
capacity or year-long timer program- 
ming, have little practical value. If a 
deck you want is jam-packed with fea- 
tures you don’t think you'll need, think 
twice. It’s unlikely you’re going to learn 
to use them properly. Features cost 
money, and there’s no point in paying for 
something you have little intention of 
using. 

This brings us to price. Along with 
larger feature packages, costlier VCRs 
often include the upgraded formats of

S-VHS, Hi8 and ED Beta. The formats 
deliver technically superior pictures, but 
before investing in one, ask whether you 
yourself can see the difference. If not, 
consider whether to spend extra money 
on a system you won't appreciate. 

If your driving logic is simply the de- 
sire to have the very best—a perfectly 
valid reason—then an upgraded format 
is the right choice. You'll be able to run 
the standard formats as well and get an 
extra degree of protection against gener- 
ation loss. 

In either case, evaluate decks in 
terms of their context — your existing 
equipment. If your TV set is not capable 
of delivering a high-quality picture and 
you don’t have a decent sound system 





(and you’re not planning to buy better 
equipment), you won’t be able to take 
full advantage of an upgraded-format 


VCR. 
On the other hand, the right VCR 


can effectively upgrade a TV set by add- 
ing features it may be lacking. For ex- 
ample, if the TV set doesn’t deliver 
stereo sound, choose a deck with MTS 
and run the audio through your hi-fi 
stereo system. If you want to watch one 
channel and a videotape at the same 
time, go for a VCR with picture-in-pic- 
ture features. 

Let’s look at a few specific VCRs and 
the situations in which they might best 
serve. Suppose your number-one need is 
full-blown video editing. You want to 
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You said you 
always wanted to sing 
like a pro. Well, come 

out of the shower and 
step up to the mic. The 
disc player plays regular 
CDs and LaserDisc 
movies. The Laser 
Karaoke puts you on center 
stage. Singing the lead.

learn how to edit or, if you’re already ex- 
perienced, you want to be able to create 
videos easily, without a bunch of black 
boxes and without driving yourself nuts 
while doing it. 

The answer may be a VCR like the 
JVC HR-S10000, priced at $3,500. JVC 
has put together several separate video 
processing features and special effects 
along with a built-in edit controller. 
When connected to a second HR- 
$10000 or another less expensive but 
compatible JVC VCR, the edit control- 
ler gives you preroll (sometimes called 
backspacing) on both machines before 
going into record, making it possible to 
make accurate edits. 

The edit controller can also store 
eight assemble edits and create video or 
audio insert edits either automatically or 
manually. A swap feature lets users con- 
trol both editing machines from one of 
the VCR's control panels. The HR- 
S10000 can fade in and out in either 
black or white, color correct or change 
to black and white, monochrome and 
mosaic using a built-in video processor. 
It also has a character generator with 
four character sizes and nine back- 
grounds. 

The deck features hi-fi stereo audio 
and stereo linear audio tracks which can 
be accessed separately. The unit pro- 
vides two sets of audio/video inputs and 
outputs and all the connectors are gold 
plated. If Beta is your preferred format, 
Sony’s EDV-9500 ED Beta VCR has a 
similar feature package. 

Stepping down in price, consider the 
Panasonic AG-1960 S-VHS VCR for 
$1,300. It delivers good picture and au- 
dio quality, but not the sophisticated 
editing features of the JVC or the Sony. 
If you decide an upgraded format is not 
the way to go, a VCR like the Panasonic 
AG-1730 VHS deck is a good choice. To 
edit with either VCR, you will probably 
want to add an edit controller, such as 
the Panasonic AG-A95 or one of Future 
Video's line of edit controllers. 

Both VCRs have hi-fi stereo as well 
as normal audio. Both are ruggedly built 
and are real workhorses in many indus- 
trial postproduction shops. 

VCRs between $400 and $1,000 are 
often the most confusing to choose 
among. Some at this level have flying 
erase heads, which are essential for 
glitch-free editing. A few have some 
type of edit control interface, while oth- 
ers have a lot of programming conve- 
niences. 

For instance, Zenith’s VRJ420 VHS 
VCR lets users display the complete in- 
struction manual on screen. All you do 
is follow onscreen prompts to program 
the VCR to record programs, set the 
clock or execute several other features. 


Other VCRs, like the Hitachi VT- 
F551A VHS machine, combine on- 
screen programming with an automatic 
head-cleaning system, a real plus if your 
number-one use is to watch rental mov- 


ies. 
The Mitsubishi VHS HS-U65 has a 
feature that should be mandatory for all 
VCRs — audio/video inputs on the front 
panel. Also included is a remote jog/ 
shuttle dial so you can move tape in ei- 
ther direction, freeze or frame advance 
without leaving the chair. The tape 
transport in this VCR is super fast, tak- 
ing just 90 seconds to zip from one end 
of a T-120 to the other. The visual scan- 
ning feature also runs much faster than 
most of its competitors, making this too 
a better-than-average movie machine. 
A final suggestion: If you don’t know 
whether to buy now or wait for new 
models, we recommend buying. The 
consumer VCR is a relatively mature de- 
vice. Virtually every feature you could 
want is already available on one or more 
machines. Getting it is mostly a matter 
of cost, effort and your willingness to 
learn unfamiliar controls. By waiting, 
you gain little and miss much. .

Search without stops 





Many laserdiscs have no chapter stops, 
which can make finding a program seg- 
ment time-consuming. By writing down 
the times (or frame numbers for CAVs) 
of key segments in a movie on a sheet of 
paper or a Post-it Note, keeping the 
sheet inside the disc sleeve and using 
the numbers with the disc player’s time 
or frame search functions, you’ll be able 
to quickly access any part of a program.

The great film and stage director Elia 
Kazan once wrote that a good 
director must know at least 
something about almost every- 
thing. And he followed the 
comment with a lengthy list of 
topics ranging from acting to 
sea life. The books below don’t 
cover nearly so wide a range. But if 
any of the titles seem at first 
glance beyond the interest of the 
average video enthusiast, take a sec- 
ond look. Each explores an aspect of 
video that any home videographer can 
apply to the process of making great 
tapes. 

Audio Design: Sound Record- 
ing Techniques for Film and Vid- 
eo by Tony Zaza (Prentice Hall, 
Englewood Cliffs, NJ; $41) is about the 
language of sound. In fact, after reading 
this book I suggest videomakers will 
never think of soundtracks the same 
way again. Zaza takes us on a fascinating 
journey through the layers of sound used 
in a creative film or video production, 
and examines how each sound element 
contributes to the telling of the story. 
Zaza explodes the myth of “natural 
sound” and advises, “To turn the exhibi- 
tion space into a dream factory, the de- 
signer must forget the assumptions 
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inherent in the way 
we perceive and start listening 
to sounds, not the source of sounds.” 
Though a bit academic and laced with 
exotic terminology, Zaza’s book is the 
best I’ve ever read on the craft of the 
audio designer. Highly recommended 
for anyone who works with sound re- 
cording. 

Two additional books take us into 
the past and the future of television en- 
tertainment. Norman Goldstein’s The 
History of Television (Portland 
House-A Random House Co., NY; 
$19.99) is a nostalgic trip down TV’s 
memory lane. A coffee-table book richly 
illustrated with large photographs from 














the archives of the Associated Press, 
topics range from television’s inventors 
to the Ronald Reagan and Vanna 
White years. Although Gold- 
stein gives us a fine written his- 
tory of the medium, the over- 
sized pictures are what distin- 
guish the book. Regardless of 
how we feel about modern tele- 
vision, this wistful book is a strong 
reminder of the powerful grip 
television has held on our culture for 
the past 40 years. 
Artificial Reality II by Myron 
W. Krueger (Addison-Wesley Publish- 
ing, Reading, MA; $29.95) is about 
what the author calls “the ultimate form 
of interaction” between humans and 
machines. In virtual reality, “everything 
you perceive is generated by a computer 
that responds to your movements with 
sights and sounds designed to make you 
think you are in another world.” To cre- 
ate this new world, Krueger writes, com- 
puter-controlled video, graphics and 
music are combined to establish “rich 
relationships” between the individual 
and the environment. If this sounds a bit 
sinister, the author argues that the tech- 
nology can be used as an art form “more 
akin to film or television than main-

The CLD- 
V820 allows for extensive DSP (digital 
signal processing) sound field control. 
This advanced feature lets the singer 
highlight his or her voice, or improve 
upon it by offering four vocal effects. 
These styles include pop, which empha- 
sizes high frequencies and short echoes; 
jazz, which has low frequencies and long 
echoes; ballad, with its subdued echoes 
and a short delay; and chorus, which 
creates the effect of two or three people 
singing at once. By using the surround 
function, three separate entertainment 
environments can be created — hall, 
stage and arena. 

Other features included in the CLD- 
V820 are vocal partner control, which 
makes the lead vocals disappear when 
the singer is performing, a nine-step dig- 
ital key controller that adjusts the music 
to match the key of the singer’s voice, 
and a digital echo control that enhances 
the singer’s vocal range. The CLD-V820 
also has the ability to manipulate, or

Mitsubishi believes that enjoyment of a 
home theater is directly linked to the 
size of the image on the screen. The 
larger the screen, the bigger the viewing 
pleasure.

But the image on the screen shouldn’t

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VHS vs. 8mm: Is smaller really better?

Progress rarely moves in a straight line. 
Every giant step forward usually prompts 
at least one step to the side. Sometimes, 
the tradeoff is subtle. Take 8mm tape, 
the innovation in miniaturization that 
led to the rise of mini-camcorders. In 
most respects, 8mm’s a wonderful medi- 
um, but its very compactness gives it a 
disadvantage that may not be imme- 
diately apparent. 

The tape’s small size allows dust par- 
ticles to interfere with the picture and 
sound to a greater degree than with 
VHS tapes. If they’re large enough, 
these dust particles can cause dropouts, 
or momentary interruptions in the video 
and audio signals. And here, 8mm’s nar-

rowness, usually an advantage, works 
against it. 

What it all comes down to is a ques- 
tion of real estate. With videotape, as a 
tule, the more you have, the better the 
picture. Consider the following arithme- 
tic. In SP speed, a single 8mm video 
track is 20.5 microns wide and 6.2 centi- 
meters long. (A micron is one-millionth 
of a meter; a typical human hair is 78 
microns in diameter.) By comparison, a 
single VHS video track is 58 microns 
wide and 9.6 centimeters long, occupy- 
ing more than four times as much tape. 
Even in EP, VHS takes up more tape 
space than 8mm in SP, with tracks that 
are almost the same width (19.3 mi- 





crons), but about a third longer. 

However, dimensions don’t tell the 
whole story. The 8mm format uses metal 
tape, which has finer particles and a 
greater ability to record magnetic infor- 
mation than the oxide tape used in VHS 
cassettes. This makes it possible to ob- 
tain excellent picture quality from slow 
speeds and narrow tapes. 

Make no mistake about it, 8mm 
looks good and Hi8 looks very good. The 
problem is, while recording density and 
picture quality improve and equipment 
gets smaller, dust and dirt particles re-

main the same size. A particle 10 mi- 
crons wide produces a bigger dropout on 
an 8mm tape than on a VHS tape. On 
VHS, the particle would have to be 
three times as large to produce the same 
effect. 

Large dropouts in 8mm lead to an- 





other disadvantage not shared with 
VHS. The standard method of recordin 
8mm audio is frequency-modulate 
(FM) hi-fi, which records the audio with 
the video. A really big dropout thus 
causes an audio loss as well. With VHS, 
even if the audio is recorded in FM hi-fi, 
there’s always a “low-fi” linear audio 
track to fall back on, a feature 8mm 
doesn’t offer. (A linear audio channel is 
part of the format’s specifications, but no 
manufacturer uses it.) A few 8mm ma- 
chines, including some Sony 8mm and 
Hi8 VCRs and the company’s Hi8 CCD- 
V5000 camcorder, offer digital PCM 
stereo audio channels. But these are ex- 
ceptions. For the mass market, AFM au- 
dio is the rule for 8mm. 

While I’m a fan of Hi8, which is 
competitive in picture quality with

S-VHS, dropouts and other picture im- 
pairments occur with enough regularity 
that it’s become difficult for me to fully 
trust the format. The dropout compen- 
sators built into every 8mm camcorder 
and VCR don’t always eliminate the 
problem. Just when you think you have 
a great-looking tape—zap! You're look- 
ing at a major picture glitch. Or worse, a 
humongous head clog. 

Videotape makers, like 3M, Maxell 
and Sony, are aware of this problem and 
have recently introduced tape formula- 
tions and tape shells designed to resist 
the entry of dust and debris. Some of 
these shells incorporate anti-static com- 
ponents, specially treated plastic parts

that repel dust rather than attract it. 

Unfortunately, these changes are 
unlikely to alter the habits of camcorder 
consumers, impressed by their dealers’ 
pitches about “pocket-size” 8mm cas- 
settes. A shirt pocket or a purse is the 
last place anyone should store a cassette. 
The hinged plastic case is the proper 
place to consign a cassette for short- or 
long-term storage. Stored in their cases, 
tapes shouldn’t pick up much dust. But 
tapes attract dust when they go from 
case to camcorder. Greater risks occur 
inside the camcorder, where the tape is 
laced around the video drum, exposed 
to dust and other dropout-inducing con- 
taminants. 

Even network broadcasters, who are 
just as attracted to smaller, more eco- 
nomical formats as consumers, have be- 
gun to see their tapes suffer as a result of 
the new technology they’ve embraced. 
For 20 years, the two-inch Quad format 
was the workhorse of the TV industry, 
giving way to the one-inch Type C for- 
mat in the mid-’70s. Now Type C is un- 
der siege as broadcasters turn to smaller 
formats like Betacam and M-II. 

All three are half-inch analog for- 
mats, subject to onscreen dropouts just 
like 8mm and VHS, but they offer vastly 
improved picture quality over, Beta and 
VHS. Unlike consumer-grade equip- 
ment, which relies on the “color under” 
system, Betacam and M-II components 
use separate heads to inscribe parallel 
tracks for the color (chrominance) and 
black-and-white (luminance) signals, 
rather than combining them as do Hi8, 
S-VHS and ED Beta components. 

But the inevitable consequence of 
squeezing the same NTSC video signal 
into an ever-decreasing amount of video 
real estate is taking its toll. The number 
of on-air hits, glitches and “impair- 
ments” (an industry term for a screw- 
up) is on the rise. While NBC’s techni- 
cal honchos are undoubtedly “proud as 
a peacock” about their cost-effective 
switch from one-inch tape to M-II, I’m 
sure I’m not the only one who catches 
the daily roster of tapes that air with 
wrinkles, hits, onscreen flagging and 
other anomalies that were a rarity in the 
days of one-inch tape. 

Years ago, when 8mm was unveiled, 
I envisioned a time when my VHS/Beta 
library would be replaced with a diminu- 
tive library of 8mm cassettes. But this 


hasn’t happened. Nice as 8mm is in | 


many ways, I just can’t rely on it. It’s not 
significantly better than standard VHS, 
which has become more cost-effective 
thanks to the $3 brand-name tapes that 
are now the norm in every supermarket 
and drug store across the country. 

Hi8 and 8mm make the most sense 
for me as acquisition formats. Most pro- 








fessionals agree — they usually dub Hi8 
tapes to a larger format for editing and 
archiving. Many amateurs—as well as 
Video Magazine's editors — often shoot in 
Hi8, then use the camcorder as the play- 
back deck in an editing system with an 
S-VHS or ED Beta VCR as the recorder. 

Using the latter method, you may suffer 
more dropouts, because the original tape 
spends more time running over the roll- 

ers and grinding back and forth across 
the video heads, but you save a genera- 
tion in editing. For amateurs and semi- 
pros, this may be the best way to go until 
consumer digital videotape, CD-Video 
camcorders or some other promising, 
dropout-free recording method makes it 
to market. a

[ye projected three-hour playing 
time for ME tape mentioned in that 
story was based on the information 
available six years ago, so don’t hold us 
to it now. At the time, we thought ME 
tape would be much thinner than metal 
particle (MP) tape, thus allowing more 
tape to be wound onto the spools. All 
ME tape is 10 microns thick, while two 
thicknesses of metal particle (MP) tape 
are available: 10 micron for 120-minute 
tapes, and 13 micron for 90-minute and 
shorter tapes. 

A thinner ME tape is likely in the fu- 
ture, since even the longest 8mm tape 
now available is still too short to offer 
two-hour movies in the PAL version of 
8mm, where the linear tape speed at SP 
is 2 centimeters per second, compared 
to 1.43 cm/sec. for NTSC. 

An ME sensor is not really useful for 
standard 8mm camcorders. While ME 
tape can improve Hi8 recording, it can’t 
significantly improve 8mm recording — 
certainly not enough to warrant the ex- 
tra expense over MP. If an 8mm cam- 
corder has an ME sensor, it probably 
adjusts for the thickness of the tape, 
thereby ensuring an accurate tape re- 
maining readout.

[] Like other professional camcorders, 
the AG-460 is designed for maxi- 
mum horizontal resolution, not sensi- 
tivity. Pros don’t need I-lux sensitivity 
because they carry lights. Consumers 
don’t like to use lights, so their cam- 
corders are designed for maximum sensi- 
tivity. 

In order to maximize horizontal res- 
olution, the AG-460 uses two half-inch 
CCD pickups, one for color and the oth- 
er for luminance. It’s the only one-piece, 
two-chip S-VHS camcorder available. 
Most professional camcorders use two or 
three chips, while consumer camcorders 
rely on a single CCD. 

If you intend to use your camcorder 
for anything more than casual taping, 
then go for the AG-460. It’s ideal for 
semiprofessional use, and augments its 
two-chip design with hi-fi audio as well 
as a 62mm video headwheel, which pro-

vides more stable pictures than consum- 
er camcorders using the smaller 41mm 
headwheel. But if you buy the AG-460, 
get a good light to go with it. 


Why don’t VCRs have an outlet on 
the back to plug a TV set into so 
when the VCR is turned on, the TV set 
will turn on too?

on all makes or models —it’s re- 
ferred to as a switched AC outlet. It pro- 
vides power only when the VCR is 
turned on. More common is a simple 
unswitched outlet, which provides pow- 
er all the time, which is not what you 
want. A few VCRs, including JVC’s HR- 
$6700, have a switch that converts the 
outlet from switched to unswitched. 

Before buying a new VCR just to get 
this feature, however, make sure it will 
work with your TV set. Many newer sets 
don’t like to be unplugged —they forget 
all the adjustments you may have made 
for picture and channel programming. 

Also, many new sets no longer have 
mechanical on/off switches, so powering 
them up from a switchable AC outlet on 
a VCR won't necessarily turn them on.

Videophiles who are also audiophiles no 
longer have to settle for sound systems 
better suited to Sibelius than Spielberg, 
Pictures at an Exhibition rather than Pred- 
ator 2, cello solos instead of Han Solo.

The 
systems they're creating let video lovers 
luxuriate in grand aural spaces that pre- 
cisely capture the high-velocity thrills films 
deliver—and without sacrificing clarity or 
intimacy. After all, a home theater should 
not still sound like a living room. 

This special section takes you inside 
the growing field of equipment designed to 
reproduce movie sound at home. The 
good news is you don't have to win a lot- 
tery to afford it. But, in case you do, 
“Pump Up the Volume” by contributing ed- 
itor Lawrence B. Johnson demystifies 
THX, the exotic sound system created by 
movie makers themselves, first for thea- 
ters, now for media rooms. 

Next, “Breaking the Surround Barrier” 
takes a fresh look at surround sound, 
which is hardly a new wrinkle, But you 
may not know how much good gear—te- 
ceivers, speakers and decoders—is to be 
found at the lower end of the price ladder.

Ever get the feeling, despite your careful 
and considerable investment in a home 
theater system, that the closest you’ve 
come to capturing the cinematic thrills 
of Blade Runner or Silverado is the bowl 
of popcorn in your lap? 

You've got it all: a big screen, sur- 
round-sound gear and laserdiscs. But 
those high-powered ingredients just 
don’t deliver the visceral impact experi- 
enced at a quality movie house. Could 
be your living room soundscape is all 
wrong. Could be there’s an X factor 
missing — specifically, a THX factor. 

That’s the ticket, say the folks at Lu- 
casfilm, creators of the Star Wars adven- 
tures and the Indiana Jones series, and 


developers of the integrated film sound 
playback system called THX. Engi- 
neered by Tomlinson Holman, technical 
director for Lucasfilm (the corporate 
universe of producer George Lucas), 
THX was designed originally for movie 
houses. Now, as more theaters gear up to 
meet its stringent performance stand- 
ards, THX is moving into home theaters 
in Holman’s own adaptation. 

Neither Holman nor Lucasfilm man- 
ufactures or sells THX-certified compo- 
nents for the home. The technology is 
licensed to hi-fi companies, of which 11 
hold official status in the THX fold at 
this writing. Of these, Technics, the first 
licensee, is the only one to offer a full

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THX home system. It’s not an inexpen- 
sive proposition. The complete pack- 
age —all the speakers, a processor and 
three amplifiers, each rated at 100 watts 
per channel — comes to a suggested price 
of $12,000. More specialized companies, 
like Lexicon and NAD, toot the THX 
horns they play best (see “THX at 
Home—A Guide to Who Makes 
What”). And additional firms are soon 
likely to introduce THX components. 
Unlike Dolby Stereo, which it incor- 
porates, THX is not an encoding proc- 
ess. There are no THX movies. Any 
film, says Holman, will benefit from 
playback through a THX system of sig- 
nal routing, balanced amplifiers and 
matched speakers. Essentially, the home

application of THX has the same objec- 
tive as Holman’s original commercial 
purpose: to bring cinema sound sys- 
tems—a motley assortment, to put it 
kindly — up to speed so they can actually 
reproduce the stupendous soundtracks 
in George Lucas’ films. 

“Up to the 1950s, before TV really 
took off, movie sound had been the 
standard,” says Holman. That was back 
in the days of huge horn speakers and 
hot, low-powered tube amplifiers. When 
TV came along, movie theaters found 
themselves scraping to survive and they 
began taking a lot of economic short- 
cuts. They certainly didn’t try to keep 
up with state-of-the-art sound, and 
through the ’60s and ’70s as new cine- 
mas were built, most of them didn’t have 
very good sound systems at all. 

“When we began the THX project 
in 1980, we did an analysis of theater 
sound around the country and found a 
pretty sad state of affairs,” recalls Hol- 
man. “High-frequency distortion, honky 
midrange, poor bass response — all these 
things were commonplace, along with 
uneven coverage of the listening area 
and inadequate provisions for any kind 
of surround sound. Much of what passed 
for surround was left over from the ’50s. 
Effects channels with loudspeakers

placed in rear corners would be switched 
on only to produce special effects, then 
switched off. People sitting close would 
get creamed. Those sitting further back 
wouldn’t hear it at all. Our goal with 
THX was to bring true hi-fi sound back 
into theaters and establish a standard 
not only of quality but of performance 
parameters, from theater to theater.” 
What Holman and Lucas wanted 
was to recreate in cinemas the exact 
sonic topography — the minutely de- 
tailed soundscape — that had been gen- 
erated for such films as Return of the Jedi 
and Raiders of the Lost Ark when the 
soundtracks were produced. Through 
the loudest march music and the flash- 
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‘PUMP UP 


iest weapon blasts, the producer and his 
engineer wanted every syllable of dialog 
to be clearly understood. 

Toward these ends, Holman devised 
his basic scheme of sound dispersion for 
movie theaters. It begins with matched 
loudspeaker arrays serving center, left 
and right channels. The center channel 
should be equally prominent because it’s 
needed to articulate dialog. Numerous 
matched surround-sound speakers bot- 
der the listening area, but the drivers do 
not face the audience: To achieve a 
“sourceless” aura of ambient sound, spe- 
cially designed Janus-faced speakers fire 
bidirectionally along the wall with the

blank sides to the audience. Finally, the 
sonic image is anchored in subwoofers. 
For power, the THX movie theater 
layout uses identical amplifiers capable 
of equal sound pressure levels in the for- 
ward array and surround speakers alike. 
And the whole system is governed by 
Holman’s proprietary surround proces- 
sor/crossover, which incorporates Dolby 
Stereo (the professional version of Dolby 
Pro-Logic), but is more stringent about 
dialog location and offers a completely 
different philosophy of ambient sound 
with its “‘sourceless” concept. Holman 
good-naturedly insists that when the jets 
come screaming in overhead in Top 
Gun, it’s his own electronic legerde- 
main—not Dolby’s—that makes you

The surround bar- 
tier has been bro- 
ken. Dolby Pro- 
Logic surround 
sound —the audio 
foundation of any 
home theater —no 
longer demands a 
$5,000 budget, a high-end retailer and 
expensive professional installation. A 
capable and complete Pro-Logic sur- 
round-sound system can now be had for 
less than $1,000. 

But old habits die hard. Many who 
are aware of budget surround-sound 
gear write it off as a lackluster imitation 
of the real thing. And most still consider 
home theater and surround sound to be 
expensive playthings for movie stars and 
corporate titans. 

It’s time to change this perception. 

When we first encountered budget 
surround systems, anchored by audio/ 
video receivers that cost around $600 or 
less, we were skeptical such inexpensive 
receivers could perform well compared 
to the $1,000-and-up receivers and de- 
coders Video Magazine usually tests. But 
the bargains were too good to write off, 
so we rounded up three of the least ex- 
pensive A/V receivers available — Pi- 
oneer’s $585 AVX-4900S, Onkyo’s $630 
TX-SV50 PRO and Technics’ $450 SA- 
GX505—and let our ears decide. We 
discovered that we’ve been missing out 
on some great deals. 

We chose these receivers because

they all meet the minimum require- 
ments for good surround sound — they 
all, have Dolby Pro-Logic decoders, and 
amplifiers for rear speakers. The Pioneer 
and Technics receivers even have amps 
for the center channel, the all-important 
voice for dialog and sound effects that 
was usually buried in the sonic mix until 
Pro-Logic came along. 

To make sure our evaluation would 
cover every aspect of the receivers in 
question, we assembled a Hands-On 
team of three home entertainment en- 
thusiasts with widely varying tastes. The 
first, senior editor Brent Butterworth, is 
an action movie fan who cares only 
about accurate decoding and raw power. 
Senior editor Kenneth Korman is an au- 
diophile who is as much concerned with 
a system’s musical reproduction as with 
its ability to deliver authentic movie 
sound. Rounding out the team is con- 
tributing editor Steve Daly, a discerning 
listener who has extensive experience 
with most top-of-the-line Pro-Logic de- 
coders on the market. 

Each tester lived with each receiver 
for a week, connecting it to his home 
system and playing favorite fare. Each 
returned with a Hands-On report, eval- 
uating each receiver in terms of his own 
needs. You’re sure to see a little of your- 
self in at least one of our testers, and 
you'll see a lot to like in the systems they 
used. But most of all, you may find your- 
self startled by the excellent values 
“low-cost” receivers now offer. 








all me a typical male American vid- 

eo viewer. As far as I’m concerned, 

the works of James Cameron and 

George Lucas merit serious study. 
And I'd be perfectly happy if Julia Rob- 
erts and Patrick Swayze never show 
their faces on my TV screen again. I 
want floor-shaking explosions and bul- 
lets zipping around the room, not feel- 
good flicks set to Motown tunes. 

I was pleased to find that all three 
receivers are capable of producing the 
powerful, clean sound I want, although 
to varying degrees. Most important, 
their decoders perform as well as those 
in top-of-the-line receivers. 

My favorite is the Onkyo TX-SV50. 


Its obvious demerit is its lack of a center-

channel amp, but I used one amp chan- 
nel of a receiver in my personal system 
for the center channel, and ended up 
with a lot more power than I would have 
with the wimpy center-channel amps in 
most A/V receivers. I also wish the On- 
kyo had a subwoofer output, so I could 
use my old receiver's other channel to 
boost the bass. 

The Onkyo packed more punch 
than the Pioneer and Technics re- 
ceivers—it was the only one that made 
Motley Crue sound like superstars in- 
stead of a bar band, and that reproduced 
the cannon fire in Glory without strain- 
ing. Its remote is comprehensive and er- 
gonomically sane. After practice, I had 
no trouble using it in the dark. 

The Pioneer comes in a close sec- 
ond. Its decoder is the most versatile of 
the bunch, offering good Pro-Logic and 
an effective surround simulation mode 
which works well for music and older 
movies. Its stereo simulation mode can 
be used in conjunction with surround 
simulation for mono movies that need 

















extra ambience, like Image Entertain- 
ment’s new laserdisc of The Terminator. 

At only 20 watts, the center channel 
sounds weak next to the 100-watt left 
and right channels. Surprisingly, I found 
that rear amps can perform well with 
very low power. The Pioneer’s 18-watters 
have no problem pumping out the deli- 
cate air bubbles that highlight the 
soundtrack of The Abyss, and they 
sound clean in all music surround 
modes. 

Certain features of Technics’ SA- 
GX505 are tremendously appealing, es- 
pecially its parametric equalizer, which 
boosts or cuts any four frequency areas 
in wide or narrow bands. It’s ideal for 
notching out the little dips and spikes 
that tend to show up in frequency re- 
sponse curves of inexpensive speakers. It 
also has traditional tone controls, and 
can be reset for the flat response I prefer 
for music. 

The decoder in the SA-GX505 is the 
best I’ve heard in an A/V receiver. For 
Predator 2, it perfectly reproduced the

percolating congas and back-to-front 
bullets whizzing through the opening 
scene, an overwhelming effect I’ve only 
otherwise been able to coax from Fos- 
gate’s $1,400 DSL Two decoder. The 
Technics doesn’t have any music sur- 
round modes, which is disappointing. 
The Technics might have been my 
favorite, but for two things: the 10-watt 
center channel amp, which is really just 
a courtesy, not suitable for serious sur- 
round, and the remote, which only con- 
trols Technics and Panasonic equip- 
ment. (The Pioneer and Onkyo remotes 
can be programmed for any infrared- 
controlled component.)

very household has its rules. In some 

dwellings, wiping your feet before 

trodding the carpet takes on near- 

mystical significance. Others threat- 
en banishment for anyone boorish 
enough to squeeze toothpaste from the 
middle of the tube. In my home, the car- 
dinal rule is that any audio/video re- 
ceiver —the nerve center for my growing 
mountain of electronic equipment — 
must accommodate at least seven for- 
mats: the six I currently use (LP, CD, 
audio cassette, laserdisc, SuperBeta, 
VHS) plus a format to be named later, 
perhaps the Mini Disc recorder I hope to 
receive for Christmas next year. Eight 
would be even better. 

This ideal receiver must not only in- 
clude the necessary inputs for playback, 
but provide complete switching among 
all sources in both directions without 
degrading any signals. 

So when it came time to evaluate 
new low-priced A/V receivers from On- 
kyo, Pioneer and Technics, there was lit- 
tle doubt about my primary criteria. I 


was thrilled to find that the Onkyo al- 
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lows seven permanent sources plus a 
temporary source via the front panel. 
(That Mini Disc will probably be a 
handheld unit anyway.) The Pioneer 
also passed this test with its seven sets of 
inputs. Only the Technics disappointed 
by accepting a mere five sources, and | 
was especially miffed that none was la- 
belled “VDP” for videodisc player. A 
good A/V receiver should accurately re- 
flect the times. 

All three offer complete switching, 
and all passed along video signals with- 
out damaging them. | verified this by 
sending one video output from my Pi- 
oneer LD-W1 laserdisc player to a re- 
ceiver, and another video output from 
the same player directly to my 27-inch 
Sony EXR15 monitor. Using the monitor 
to switch back and forth between the 
two, I could discern absolutely no differ- 
ence. 

Using my beloved Rega Planar 3 
turntable and my Sony ES CD changer, 
I found that all three receivers did a rea- 
sonably good job of sending music to my 
mid-’70s Advent speakers (designed by 
the venerable Henry Kloss). The Onkyo 
yielded the sweetest sound. The Tech-

nics sounded a little harsh with the tone 
controls flat, but its parametric equaliza- 
tion allows enough control to fix any 
problem — tinkerers will get a kick out of 
this receiver. I had no major complaints 
with the Pioneer, which performed ad- 
mirably. 

Reproducing movie sound is an en- 
tirely different task from making music, 
but Dolby Pro-Logic decoding and mul- 
tichannel amplification are what really 
separate an A/V receiver from the tradi- 
tional kind. For my evaluations, I used 
Image Entertainment’s CLV laserdisc 
edition of Warren Beatty’s Dick Tracy 
because it has the most subtly detailed 





surround tracks I’ve ever heard. It has 
few explosions, but a wide variety of 
carefully mixed sounds. 

All three units did an excellent job 
of decoding. Amplification was another 
story: The Pioneer was the only model 
to do the job all by itself. The Technics’ 
10-watt center channel was oddly inade- 
quate. Even turning up the center level 
failed to yield a proper balance. But add- 
ing another channel from an old stereo 
receiver to power the center solved the 
problem. Likewise with the Onkyo, 
which has no center-channel amp. 

The experience of listening to these 
receivers opened my eyes to a whole

The thought of replacing a beloved receiver or amplifier 
with an audio/video receiver—no matter how inexpen- 
sive — would be anathema to most audiophiles, who tend 
to prefer a simple, transparent-sounding system for mu- 
sic. Recognizing that many would rather add surround 
sound to an existing receiver, audio component makers 
now design relatively inexpensive Dolby Pro-Logic de-

coder just for this purpose. The three below all have 
amplifiers for rear speakers, helping them fit into most 
two-channel audio systems with a minimum of fuss. 

@ Carver DPL-33. With a 25-watt center-channel am- 
plifier and two 15-watt rear-channel amps, the $450 
DPL-33 may be the easiest way to add Pro-Logic sur- 
round to a stereo system —it’s the only stand-alone Pro- 








Logic decoder we know of that requires no external am- 
plification. Although it sports the distinctive Carver look, 
complete with rack ee it appears to be functionally 
identical to the AudioSource SS Three. The only visible 
differences are the DPL-33’s center-channel amp and 
motorized volume control. Indeed, the AudioSource re- 
mote operates the Carver. 

The DPL-33 does a fine job of decoding, matching 
the performance of the circuits built into the Pioneer 
and Onkyo A/V receivers (see main story). In Pro-Logic 
mode, it offers 20- or 30-second delay. It has a subwoofer 
output, level meters for each channel, a matrix mode for 
non-surround movies and a hall mode that provides 
pleasing, unobtrusive ambience for music. 

e AudioSource SS Three. This‘ $400 decoder offers the 
same performance and features as the Carver, except 
that it requires an external center-channel amp, and its 
30-watt-per-channel rear speaker amp offers a little extra 
power. It’s a great choice for power-hungry surround fa- 
natics who prefer to use an external center-channel amp. 

@ Philips RV450 PRO. This $379 decoder offers a 15- 
watt amp for rear speakers, and Pro-Logic, matrix and 
hall surround modes. We haven't tried it, but we have 
yet to be disappointed by a Pro-Logic decoder. —BB 
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Ready to Rumble: Boston Acoustics’ T-6 system, good for both movie sound and music.

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Saving hundreds of dollars on an audio/video receiver 
won't rescue your bank account if you can’t find good, 
low-cost speakers to use with it. Fortunately, speaker 
companies are following the lead of receiver makers, 
offering complete surround-sound speaker systems at 
prices you might expect to pay for two conventional 
speakers. 

To see if budget speakers live up to the promise of 
budget receivers, two colleagues and I listened to three 
low-cost surround systems. The first two, Boston Acous- 
tics’ $900 T-6 system and a $700 Cambridge Sound- 
Works system, use a bass module and five small satellite 
speakers. The third, composed of two BIC V620 speakers 
for left and right front channels and three shielded V52 
speakers for center and rear channels, is a more conven- 
tional, $550 system. : 

The Cambridge array comprises an Ensemble II bass 
module/dual satellite system, two small Model 10 rear 
speakers and a third Ensemble satellite for 
the center channel. It was the hands- 
down, hands-on favorite for music. “The 
Cambridge speakers are the only ones I 
would consider, because traditional two- 
channel music is very important to me,” 
said senior editor Kenneth Korman. 

“They have an excitement the other 
speakers lack. They were by far the best 
for music, and they do a perfectly fine job 
for movies. They don’t blast you out, but 
I have neighbors who prevent me from 
doing that, anyway.” Contributing editor 
Steve Daly and I agreed with Korman 
about the speakers’ performance on mu- 
sic, but I felt the system didn’t have 
enough punch for movies. 

Cambridge doesn’t manufacture a 
shielded speaker, so we had to position the center 
speaker at least a foot away from a TV set to avoid 
picture interference. We also tried using two Model 10 
speakers for the center, which sounded good and 
caused no interference. We expect Cambridge’s next 
foray into movie sound —an affordable, THX-certified 
system — will be even more impressive. 

Korman and I both considered the Boston Acous- 
tics speakers to be the best compromise between movie 
sound and music. I felt the 
Bostons sounded most like a 
movie theater. With a little 
help from an equalizer, they 
can pump out enough 
bass to make the floor 
shake like there’s an 
earthquake. This is 
especially important 
in scenes such as the

new group of electronic components. At 
between $450 and $630, these budget 
A/V receivers are an absolute bargain. 
The Pioneer is an amazingly complete 
package, right down to the coolest uni- 
versal remote I’ve ever seen. The Tech- 
nics will suffice for anyone who is 
looking for complete tonal control and 
who only wants to use Pro-Logic for the 
occasional rental movie — anything 
more will require a substitute amp for 
the center. 

But my favorite is the Onkyo, if only 
because it raises sound quality an all-im- 
portant last notch or two. It also has a 
look and feel that’s close to the audi- 
ophile-grade components I prefer but 
can’t always afford. It does, however, 
cost more than the other two models, 
proving once again that you generally 
get what you pay for.

wo-channel audio became passe for 

me on May 23, 1977, the day I first 

saw Star Wars. I sat astounded as la- 

ser weapons roared and spaceships 
zoomed with the action across speakers 
behind the screen and around the walls 
of the theater. A closing credit ex- 
plained my rapture: “Presented in Dolby 
Stereo.” 

Unfortunately, reasonably accurate 
surround-sound equipment for the 
home didn’t begin appearing until the 
mid-’80s. I’ve since eagerly tested every 
new high-end surround decoder I could 
get my hands on, from Shure’s HTS 
5000, now hopelessly primitive, to this 
year’s superb Fosgate DSL Two. 

The three low-end receivers by On- 
kyo, Pioneer and Technics clearly aren’t 
in this league. In fact, for listening to 
music with synthesized surround ambi- 
ence, they aren’t just inferior —they’re 
disastrous. Whether the enhancement 
mode is labeled “hall,” “matrix” or “sta- 
dium,” the rear channels sourd hollow, 
distorted and full of annoying artifacts. 
But when I switched to the Dolby Pro- 
Logic mode I began to discover that 
each does have some strengths. 

The Onkyo, rated at only 70 watts 
in the main channels, gives a powerful 
kick to CDs, VHS tapes and laserdiscs. 
It handily outperformed both the 110- 
watt Technics, which has noticeable hiss

Secret Agent 007 
embarks s his most 
daring adventure— 
a new life on disc 











The name is Bond. James Bond. And for 
millions of fans around the globe, it sig- 
nifies a stylish blend of action, sly humor 
and good-natured sex no other film se- 
ties can match. With 17 movies over the 
last 29 years—18 if you count the 1967 
Bond spoof, Casino Royale — Secret 
Agent 007 has secured a legion of loyal 
followers that’s grown even larger in the 
age of home video. 

But the films’ fleeting theatrical 
runs, and their early releases on grainy 
panned-and-scanned cassettes, now 
seem like mere warm-ups for the final 
flowering of Bond. While the tapes are 
still available, the entire series has now 
been preserved on laserdisc, the video 
cornerstone of the modern home thea- 
ter. Most of the discs have not only been 
transferred digitally for optimum picture 
quality, but feature extras like original 
theatrical trailers, liner notes and inter- 
views with the filmmakers, frame-by- 
frame access via the CAV format, and 
flawless digital sound. Most are also pre- 
sented letterboxed to suit their original 
widescreen form. 
All illustrate the 
series’ undeniable 
appeal. 

The exagger- 
ated visuals and 
outlandish sound 
effects that ren- 





der the Bond series so well-suited to la- 
serdisc began as just one part of a vision 
shared by the series’ originators, pro- 
ducers Harry Saltzman and Albert “Cub- 
by” Broccoli. They took the straight- 
forward spy character of author Ian 
Fleming’s Bond novels and dressed him 
up with amazing high-tech gadgets, 
breathtaking stunts, gorgeous women 
and unmistakable humor. The sex is 
more implied than explicit — the pro- 
ducers maintain to this day that the se- 
ries is “family entertainment.” 


on Fleming’s novels, and later concocted 
from scratch — are treated as secondary 
to the series’ stylistic charms. Once the 
formula was set, Saltzman and Broccoli 
were loath to diverge from it. The pro- 
ducers’ greatest triumph is that the for- 
mula not only continues to work, but 
functions as the movies’ main attraction 
for almost anyone familiar with the se-

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ty’s exhilarating music to the meticulous 
set design of each villain’s lair. 

Despite the series’ strengths, it suf- 
fers from the extreme highs and lows 
one might expect of any creative en- 
deavor lasting almost 30 years (and still 
going strong—a new Bond film is in the 
planning stages). Four actors — Sean 
Connery, George Lazenby, Roger Moore 
and Timothy Dalton—have tried their 
hand at playing the secret agent, with 
varying results. Likewise the six different 
directors who lent their expertise to the 
series. Sorting out these movies can be a 
daunting task, especially if done with an 
eye toward a purchase. Thus we present 
the first guide to James Bond on disc. It 
highlights the best films in the series 
using a rating scale of one to five stars, 
and reflects film content as well as the 
quality of each laserdisc. 




















The first James Bond film, 
Dr. No (k*x*xx), established a 
solid foundation for the series to fol- 
low, though few suspected 007 would 
become a film genre unto itself. A sturdy 
spy thriller, Dr. No successfully intro- 
duced many of the series’ most impor- 
tant elements despite a very small 
budget. It’s more violent and less funny 
than most of the later pictures, and even 
includes the series’ only scene in which 
Bond shoots someone —a guilty though 
defenseless villain—in cold blood. 

With Dr. No, Sean Connery left an 
indelible stamp on the 007 character — 





The first three, now-classic Bond 
films— Dr. No, From Russia With Love 
and Goldfinger —are each available in 
the standard CLV format from MGM/ 
UA at the wonderfully low price of $25 
and in deluxe CAV Criterion Collection 
editions at $80. Each is an excellent val- 
ue. The MGMs look very good, and are 
priced low only as part of that company’s 
generous policies. The Criterions are a 
treat for aficionados. They include audio 
commentary from the filmmakers, a host 
of interactive extras, immaculate picture 
quality and mild letterboxing to an as- 
pect ratio of about 1.75:1. 

After Goldfinger, all the Bond films 
except Live and Let Die and The Man 
With the Golden Gun were shot in the 
anamorphic widescreen format of about 
2.1:1. All the anamorphic films are avail- 
able in letterboxed form on disc except 
The Living Daylights and Never Say Never 
Again, the only Bond film not produced 
by Broccoli and company. (For complete 
information on Bond laserdiscs, see the 
sidebar on the following pages.)

many still regard him as the only Bond 
that matters. As Honey Ryder, Ursula 
Andress became the first of many beau- 
tiful Bond girls to earn the public’s admi- 
ration. Bad-guy coalition SPECTRE 
(Special Executive for Counterin- 
telligence, Terrorism, Revenge and Ex- 
tortion) also makes its glorious debut 
here. Most important, Dr. No brought

together the core creative team that 
would produce such brilliant work in 
years to come: co-writer Richard Mai- 
baum, production designer Ken Adam 
and editor Peter Hunt foremost among 
them. When choosing between the 
MGM and Criterion editions of Dr. No, 
let your budget be your guide. 

From Russia With Love (x**) 
is probably the most realistic of all the 
Bond films, though this leads to the 
film's primary weaknesses as well as its

strengths. It contains a potent dose of 
international intrigue and remarkable 
ensemble acting, but lacks the wit and 
imagination that power the very best 
Bond films. Though widely praised by 
007 fanatics, From Russia With Love gets 
our vote as the most overrated of the 
classic Bonds. We recommend the bud- 
get MGM edition, if only because the 
Criterion’s analog-track commentary — 
pieced together by former Bond-film 
publicist Steven Jay Rubin—doesn’t 
measure up to those of the other two 
CAV sets. 

The pieces finally fall into place at 
the pinnacle of the James Bond film se- 
ries, Goldfinger (k***%*). This 
huge box-office hit boasts the most co- 
herent plot of all the Bond films, plus 
the unexpected light touch of its direc- 
tor, Guy Hamilton. Unprecedented sus- 
pense, the all-time coolest piece of Bond 
hardware (the Aston Martin DB5, com- 
plete with ejector seat) and much, much 
more add up to sparkling entertainment. 

Honor Blackman is perfect as Pussy 
Galore, the first of the feisty Bond 
girls—she succumbs to you-know-who’s 
advances, but not without a hell of a 








fight. Oddjob, the evil henchman with 
the lethal bowler hat, remains the series’ 
most memorable bad guy. And working 
with a budget four times that of Dr. No, 
production designer Ken Adam finally 
shows the full breadth of his talent. 

Goldfinger deserves a place in every 
laserdisc collection—we recommend the 
Criterion edition, which looks as good 
as anything we've ever seen short of 
HDTV. And its music-and-effects-only 
track (a feature also on the Criterion Dr. 
No) is loads of fun. If you can’t afford 
the Criterion, buy the MGM instead. 

After Goldfinger, almost anything 
would have seemed like a letdown, 
which explains why Thunderball 
(%%*%1/2) is so often overlooked. The 
filmmakers tried to make Thunderball on 
an even grander scale than Goldfinger. 
As a result, it’s the first true widescreen 
movie in the series. 

Thunderball's underwater scenes are 
probably the most beautiful ever filmed, 
and became a staple of the Bond formu- 
la. The fast pace makes up for huge plot 
holes and continuity problems, though it 
does overemphasize the high-tech arse- 
nal. Given their first opportunity to fill a 
wide screen with lavish sets and loca- 
tions, Ken Adam and company come off 
like kids in a candy store. Thunderball is

From game shows to Super Bowls, interactive gurus are 
promising to dramatically change the way we watch TV. 











“TV is above all a medium that de- 


sponse,” declared Marshall Mc- 
Luhan, an early guru of the glob- 
al village, back in the 60s. gagigi 
But now is the time to pity 
the poor couch potato. Nev- 
er has he, or she, been 
more marked for extinction. 
Interactive television, the 
bane of sofa spuds, is one 
of the hottest technological 
quests of the ’90s. 

Multimedia conglomerates, 
regional phone companies, local 
cable operators and video-wise 
entrepreneurs are all in hot 
pursuit. The goal: to offer viewers 
active choices during TV programs — 
and as a result make passive TV watch- 
ing so unappetizing that interactive 
broadcasters, cable owners, program- 
mers and advertisers reap vast rewards. 
And perhaps turn TV watching into 
something entirely new. 

While this wanna-be industry counts 
its profits, if any, viewers will be enter- 
tained, educated and serviced in ways 
never before possible. They will be able 
to control the camera following sports 
events, play along on game shows, order 
movies with a new degree of efficiency 
and instantly engage in contests and 
opinion polls. 

From pay-per-call “900” numbers to 
exotic programs that rely on a combina-

tion of satellite transmissions, FM radio 
subcarriers and computer displays, en- 
trepreneurs are marshalling an arsenal of 
new and off-the-shelf technologies in 
the struggle to make interactive TV an 
everyday reality. (One powerful form of 
interactivity, the remote control, is al- 
ready common. But because it can zap 
commercials and doesn’t require a 
monthly fee, you won’t find it acknowl- 
edged by would-be interactivity mag- 
nates.) 

So far, no interactive stroke of ge- 
nius has captured the public’s imagina- 
tion, even though more than $1.3 billion 
has been spent since the ’70s to study 




















and develop interactive TV, ac- 
cording to Gary Arlen, president 
of Arlen Communications, a 
D.C. research firm specializing 
in interactive media. And 
\ larger amounts, Arlen adds, 
\ will be invested before the 
* market shakes itself out. But 
the potential stakes are high, 
with such trend-watchers as 
Megatrends’ John Naisbett 
and the Lintas:USA ad- 
vertising agency predicting 
that 40 percent of U.S. homes will 
have some form of interactive TV by 
the year 2000. On the other hand, 
there’s no certainty viewers really 
crave interactivity (see sidebar). 

With a half-dozen different systems 
already running, and more soon to be 
announced, today’s viewers can’t help 
but be confused. The following is a guide 
to the primary flavors of interactive TV. 
If they were ice creams, their tastes 
would be startlingly different and, per- 
haps, that’s the best way to approach the 
subject. 

Think of ACTV, for example, as 
fudge ripple. Now, imagine a TV watch- 
er blending four parallel tracks of pro- 
gramming for a customized viewing 
experience, using either different cam- 
era angles for a sports event or different 
subjects during a news broadcast. This is 
the premise of ACTV’s patented tech- 
nology. Headed by John A. Lack, found- 
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ing father of MTV, Nickelodeon and the 
Movie Channel, ACTV boasts of being 
the only entirely television-based inter- 
active system. “This is more revolution- 
ary ina TV sense than MTV,” says Lack, 
although his scheme requires four spare 
channels on a cable television system, a 
condition that limits it to a tenth of to- 
day’s cable franchises. 
Eighty-thousand subscribers to 
Montreal’s Le Groupe Videotron, a 52- 
channel cable system, already watch 
ACTV'’s programs with a Videoway 
handheld remote control, which in- 
cludes four “TV Interactive” buttons. 
For 13 hours of interactive programming 
a day, viewers pay $18.95 (Canadian) in 
addition to their monthly basic cable 















fee. Among Montreal’s favorite interac- 
tive programs: hockey (including an in- 
stant replay track), blackjack (with dif- 
ferent tracks for hit and stand) and a 
quiz game (with an onscreen elevator 
rising or falling in response to viewer an- 
swers). 

By 1992 Lack expects to test a games 
channel in the U.S., offering millions of 
dollars in prizes, for a $12.95 monthly 
fee. The man who launched the “I want 
my MTV” ad campaign envisions a 
commercial blitz tagged, “How would 
you like to win money at home?” A re- 
cent contract with Newark, New Jersey’s 
board of education will allow ACTV to 


demonstrate its technology for educa-

tional purposes: Five schools will use 
customized videos to tutor students with 
mutiple-choice lesson tracks and cu- 
mulative scores. Even MTV has ex- 
pressed interest in programming 
multiple channels of music videos; 
ACTV’s switching technology could 
give viewers the ability to select between 
rock, rap and heavy metal-style music 
tracks. 


PHONE-IN VIDEO 

Let's leave fudge ripple for a spoon- 
ful of rocky road: choosing music videos 
to air within the next 20 minutes on a 
local cable channel by dialing a “900” 
number for a fee of $3. This particular 
interactive flavor has already spurred 
the spectacular growth of Video Jukebox 
Network, which calls itself “the coun- 
try’s first and only interactive television 
network.” Originally available in Miami, 
where its offices are, VJN reaches 13 mil- 
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TAKEN CONTROL 


lion households over cable systems in 36 
states. 

VJN is a hybrid of pay-per-view and 
narrowcasting technologies. At the 
heart of each VJN substation in a local 
cable system are Pioneer Laserdisc Au- 
toChangers, able to store 3,000 music 
videos and automatically play them 24 
hours a day. In New York, to assure fast 
access to videos, there are seven individ- 
ually programmed channels on Channel 
50. 

Run by two MTV alumni, VJN pres- 
ident Andrew Orgel and program head 
Les Garland, the service has quickly be- 
come MTV’s main rival where available. 
Responding quickly to local tastes, VJN 
has already premiered hit videos by rap- 
pers Vanilla Ice, Gerardo, Snap and 
Tone Loc, and screened Madonna’s un- 
censored “Justify My Love,” which 
MTV declined.

In development is a local-access 
job-listing channel called Jobnet, Em- 
ployment Television. Tests of Jobnet 
have already garnered the participation 
of Bell Atlantic, United Parcel Service 
and Days Inn. Similar interactive TV/ 
telephone systems can be crafted to offer 
travel, real estate, health care and other 
services.

carry interactive information in the un- 
used blanking interval in TV programs 
on the Public Broadcasting System’s na- 
tional datacast network. 

To report a viewer’s scores, the con- 
trol unit can be plugged into a telephone 
line at the end of a program. Player data 
is sent off to Interactive Network’s facili- 
ties in less than 20 seconds. Within four 
minutes, scores from all participating 
homes can be tabulated and reported. 

More than 100,000 calls were han- 
dled smoothly by Interactive Network 
during last year’s Super Bowl. With blue 
chip investors like NBC, Le Groupe Vid- 
eotron, United Artists Entertainment, 
GE and the A.C. Nielsen Co., Interac- 
tive Network has to be taken seriously. 

Indeed, Interactive Network already 
has a rival in the similarly named Inter- 
active Systems, which sends interactive 
information to viewers’ control key- 
boards using its own special technology 
to encode the TV picture itself. Origi- 
nally dedicated to designing interactive 
toys, including a handheld Wheel of For- 
tune game that sold more than 250,000 
units for toy maker Mattel, Interactive 
Systems will soon announce the debut of 
its INTOUCH TV system, which in- 
cludes a handy home printer to receive 
hard-copy information, like discount 
coupons and recipes.

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Never underestimate the power of an 
obsession — or the ability of a system de- 
signer to satisfy one. When a French 
businessman living in Arizona decided 
he absolutely, positively had to have a 
pair of exotic speakers for his video sys- 
tem, despite the objections of his wife, 
he and his installer devised a bold and 
ingenious solution. Motorized lifts would 
smoothly raise a pair of flat Magneplanar 
towers, at the touch of a remote, from a 
slot carved into the bedrock beneath the 
family room’s floor. When not in use, the 
speakers would be stowed below, invisi- 
ble to offended eyes. 

The real problem was that the home 
was nearly complete when Brad Geitz 
was asked to add the speakers. Geitz is 
an installer for Hi Fi Sales of Mesa, Ari- 
zona, and a member of the Custom Elec- 
tronic Design and Installation Associ- 
ation (see box). His first idea was to 
have the speakers lower from a ceiling 
compartment using hydraulic actuators,

but this proved too expensive. 

He turned instead to concrete cut- 
ters and jackhammers, with which his 
crew carved a pair of eight-foot-deep 
holes to accommodate the 65-pound

Chief among them is the master bed- 
room, which is fitted with a 50-inch 
Mitsubishi monitor and surround-sound 





speakers by Polk Audio, including one 
in-wall pair and an in-wall subwoofer. 
Mounted on a pedestal, the monitor can 
be seen easily from different points in 
the room. 

The satellite dish is tucked away in a 
grove of trees about 200 feet from the 
house. Its key elements are a 10-foot 
Pinnacle Perf antenna by Winegard with 
a Chaparral Corotor II C- and Ku-band 
feedhorn. 

A variety of components are scat- 
tered through the home’s other rooms. 
Small 13-inch TV sets are in the master 
bath and the kitchen; the guest room 
has a complete Yamaha rack system; the 
exercise room has a 27-inch TV set and 
a VCR; an all-weather patio has its own 
CD changer and audio cassette deck. 
And all the rooms with TV sets can ac- 
cess the security camera at the front

The Silence of the Lambs 


1991. Jodie Foster, Anthony Hopkins; dir. 
Jonathan Demme. Hi-fi surround, cc. (R)

Even the most devout fans of both 
Jonathan Demme and author Thomas 
Harris must have suffered anxiety pangs 
when Demme took on the best-selling 
The Silence of the Lambs. Demme’s ear- 
lier fling at suspense, Last Embrace, was 
frantically uneven, and even the more 
recent Something Wild contained an un- 
wieldy blend of humor and drama that 
cancelled out both emotions. If there’s 
any consistency to Demme’s reputation 
as a director, it’s for quirkiness, and 
though you couldn’t ask for a more 
quirky character than Harris’ Hannibal 
“The Cannibal” Lecter, quirky filmmak- 
ing doesn’t always do justice to quirky 
characters. 

Praise be, Demme’s tackling of The 
Silence of the Lambs is an unqualified suc- 
cess. The premise is ingenious; using the 
mind of one seriously deranged serial 
killer to unravel the mind of another. 
The still-active murderer, affectionately 
known as “Buffalo Bill” (for his habit of 
skinning victims), is running rampant, 
and the FBI takes the rather radical 
measure of sending neophyte agent 
Clarice Starling (Jodie Foster) to pick 
the brain of Hannibal Lecter (Anthony 
Hopkins), a brilliant psychiatrist whose 
only professional flaw was a tendency to

kill people and eat them. The issue is, 


will Hannibal cooperate or use his intel- 
lect to send the Feds on an even wilder 
goose chase? 

As a suspense film, The Silence of the 
Lambs achieves the ultimate success: 
Every action is believable, even if occa- 
sionally gratuitous. But what really 
makes Silence succeed is the likeability of 
its characters. From the resilient vul- 
nerability that Foster brings to Agent 
Starling to the cunning yet nearly be- 
lievable paternal side of Hopkins’ Han- 
nibal, these characters relate to each 
other out of genuine concern. As Jack 
Crawford (Starling’s FBI mentor), Scott 
Glenn conveys a quiet humanity. Lec- 
ter’s vindictive keeper, Dr. Frederick 
Chilton (Anthony Heald), is the excep- 
tion, but succeeds as a two-dimensional 
foil to the rest of the action. 

If you’ve been miffed by suspense ex- 
travaganzas that substitute turmoil for 
logic and thoughtfulness, The Silence of 
the Lambs will have you screaming with 
delight. —John Walker 





Cyrano de Bergerac

Rarely do movie audiences see a per- 
former so perfectly matched to a classic 
role as in this sumptuous new version of 
Cyrano de Bergerac, the tragicomedy of 
the swaggering swordsman with the pre- 
posterous proboscis. 

Gerard Depardieu was born to don 
the nose: He’s a big, showy actor, and 
this is a big, showy role. Cyrano’s emo- 
tional teeter-totter challenges Depar- 
dieu’s ability to essay drastic emotional 
shifts in the blink of an eye. He gives the 
role his all, and Depardieu’s all is some- 
thing to see. 

This version of Cyrano was made on 
an equally grand scale. At a cost of $17 
million, it is one of the most expensive 
French films ever made. Director Jean- 
Paul Rappeneau never skimps in recre- 
ating 17th-century Paris or in the enor-

mous battle scenes that bring the film to 
a climax. It’s as lavish and detailed as 
any of Milos Forman’s historical films. 

Faithfully adapted from Edmond 
Rostand’s play, the dialog retains the 
original verse-couplet form. But unlike 
the stodgy 1951 American film, Rap- 
peneau keeps his actors in constant mo- 
tion as they deliver their rhythmic 
dialog. It’s a difficult feat which the cast 
carries off spectacularly. 

While this Cyrano has its share of 
boisterous humor, it downplays the com- 
edy to focus on the tragedy of a man 
condemned by self-hatred. In other 
words, have a box of Kleenex nearby for 
the ending —it includes the best movie 
death scene since Manon of the Spring.

Madonna: Truth or Dare

Andy Warhol: Superstar

Andy Warhol, one pundit said, 
“made fame more famous,” and Madon- 
na seems the living embodiment of that 
idea. This surprisingly complementary 
double feature explores the nature of 
| modern celebrity, each film containing a 








slew of guest cameos and a controver- 
sial, self-indulgent central figure as well 
known for media manipulation as for 
talent. 

In Madonna’s case, media manipula- 
tion and talent may be one and the 
same. The self-anointed Boy Toy was ex- 
ecutive producer of this “all access” doc- 
ument of the 1990 “Blond Ambition” 
tour, but even with its warts-and-all rev- 
elations of a bitchy superstar, you feel 
the reins being pulled. The peek-a-boo 
cameras reveal disturbing elements of 
other people’s emotional lives —Madon- 
na’s brother’s rehab, a make-up girl’s 
sexual assault, the cruel bickering be- 
tween straight and gay dancers — but the 
boss-lady’s own vulnerabilities (if she has 
any) never surface. When she sprawls 
on her mother’s grave talking about loss, 
the interweaving of yet another song 
and careful visual edits create the un- 
nerving effect of a “dead mom” concept 
music video. 

Once past the fascinating details of 
how a major tour functions, and the 
stunning cinematography (grainy black- 
and-white off stage and brilliant color 
on), you realize that Madonna’s film, 
like her videos, reveals only body parts 
instead of emotion. Despite her continu- 
al protestations about expressing herself 
artistically, this film ultimately confirms 
Madonna as just a masterful, and not 
very likable, public relations expert. 











Of course, some say Warhol was no 
artist either, but Andy Warhol: Super- 
star’s earnest deposition of his myth- 
making skills and impact on modern art 
is hard to refute. Unlike Madonna, War- 
hol took to the background of his media 
events, deferring reporters’ questions to 
entourage members or giving distracted, 
low-verbiage interviews that left him no 
less intriguing than if he’d taken center 
stage. Director Chuck Workman’s bud- 
get and camera work pale next to Ma- 
donna’s high-tech juggernaut, and his 
guest commentators rank low on the 
glitz scale, but his efforts to reveal a per- 
sonality bear fruit slowly and subtly.

Defending Your Life 


1991. Albert Brooks, Meryl Streep; dir.

Albert Brooks doesn’t direct movies 
often, so it’s tempting to expect a mas- 
terpiece every time. For Defending Your 
Life, his first since 1985’s Lost in America, 
this gifted observer of modern neuroses 
ups the ante, tackling the afterlife and 
the very meaning of the universe. Load- 
ed with inventive gags and plenty of 
Brooks’ whiny, self-deprecating hu- 
mor—an acquired taste, though worth 
developing —the fantasy doesn’t hold 
together and can’t decide how seriously 
to take itself. But while the final product 
disappoints slightly, it’s still fun. 

After a fatal encounter with a bus, 
ad man Daniel Miller (Brooks) arrives in 
Judgment City, an earthlike setting 
where the dead are processed. During a 
short trial, he will be evaluated by a 
prosecutor and defender before a panel 
of judges, then sent to a higher plane if 
deemed worthy or returned to the hu- 
man race for another try. The unre- 
markable Miller’s prospects for promo- 
tion seem dim, although a romance with 
another departed soul (Meryl Streep) 
offers consolation—and a last chance 
for enlightenment. 

Brooks alternates awkwardly be- 
tween painful flashbacks to dark mo- 
ments in Miller’s life and hilarious 
touches like the Pavilion of Past Lives 
(hosted by Shirley MacLaine), suggest- 
ing he’s bitten off more than he can 
chew. Still, he plays the everyman with 
tortured flair and gets fine performances 
from the supporting cast, notably 
Streep, a graceful foil to Brooks’ one- 
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liners, and Rip Torn, typically robust as 
the defense attorney. Corny ending 
aside, Defending Your Life has an exhil- 
arating nasty streak. The masterpiece

Davis embodies quiet re- 
solve as an iconoclast who dresses in 
men’s clothes, while the sly Grant seems 
to enjoy himself enormously in the role 
of a wan hypochondriac. The others are 
equally fine, including Julian Sands as 
the harried Liszt, Bernadette Peters 
playing his treacherous mistress, Mandy 
Patinkin portraying Sand’s angry ex-lov- 
er and Emma Thompson as a ditzy 
duchess. Witty fluff in sophisticated 
garb, Impromptu deserves a wider audi- 
ence than it will probably receive. —JY

Last Emperor) to even attempt a cin- 
ematic translation of Paul Bowles’ 
tragic existential novel, as too much 
of its action takes place deep within 
the minds of its principal characters. 
And this problem permeates the en- 
tire film, coming to a head in a final 
30-minute segment that’s difficult to 
follow if you haven’t read the book. 

But performances by the perfectly 
cast Debra Winger and John Mal- 
kovich raise the movie far above the 
ordinary. As an American couple 
traveling in and around the Sahara in 
search of something they can’t quite 
articulate — though it involves their 
crumbling marriage — they are spell- 
binding. Cinematographer Vittorio 
Storaro’s (Apocalypse Now) work 
does look great on Warner’s letter- 
boxed laserdisc, though far less so on 
the panned-and-scanned cassette. 

At times, The Sheltering Sky takes 
on the tone of great art even though 
it lacks all the requisite substance. If 
you can get past these pretensions, 
it’s a stirring, even moving work. In a 
world of sequels and other formula 
films, a partial success casts a very 
large shadow indeed.

Vincent and Theo

Vincent and Theo is iconoclastic di- 
rector Robert Altman’s most conven- 
tional film, but also one of his best. 
Perhaps out of a sense of kinship to an- 
other artist denied financial success in 
his own time, Altman leaves aside his 
experimental bent for this compelling 
portrait of painter Vincent van Gogh 
(Tim Roth) and his art dealer brother, 
Theo (Paul Rhys). 

Though he barely made an adequate 
living himself, Theo supported Vincent 
financially throughout his life. Altman 
and scripter Julian Mitchell stress the al- 
most Corsican Brothers-like relationship 
between the two characters — for all 
their differences, they know they are un- 
derstood only by one another. Vincent 
lives for his work, seemingly unaware of 
social conventions; Theo, uncomfort- 
able in both business and love (he suf- 
fered from syphilis), has no artistic 
outlet and labors fruitlessly to sell Vin- 
cent’s work. 

Altman doesn’t attempt to analyze 
Van Gogh’s art nor pay homage to it 
with the camera. But he does open a 
corner of every artist’s torment in strug- 
gling to communicate his vision of the 
world, most memorably in a wordless 
scene of Vincent painting in a field of 
sunflowers that seem to mock and ac- 
cuse him. With tremendous perfor- 
mances by both Roth and Rhys, Vincent 
and Theo delves memorably into the 
twin compulsions of art and love.

Richard Harris here turns in a pow- 
erful performance as an enraged farmer 
battling to buy the field he’s spent his life 
slaving for as a tenant.

But the ideological baggage 
involving the plight of Irish farmers in 
the ’30s feels heavier than the sacks of 
kelp Harris and his son haul up and 
down the hills. Even Harris comes 
across less as a Lear-like tragic hero and 
more like the town bully slowly going 
mad. The unsympathetic characters 
only undermine the fine acting and the 
camera’s beautiful, severe Irish land- 
scapes.

If you were someone’s dinner guest 
and the hors d’oeuvres included an un- 
expected punch in the stomach, would 
you stay for the main course?

Comfort of Strangers. Otherwise, Harold 
Pinter’s tedious script and the tepid cast 
spell big-time boredom, random acts of 
violence notwithstanding. 

Vacationing in Venice, Britons Mary 
(Natasha Richardson) and Colin 


(Rupert Everett) languidly divide their | 











time between sightseeing, eating and 
making love. This lazy holiday —de- 
picted to endless detail— gets a jolt fol- 
lowing an encounter with Robert 
(Christopher Walken), an intense, En- 
glish-speaking local who has a penchant 
for long anecdotes. Despite numerous 
hints, the unsuspecting couple fail to re- 
alize their voluble host and his wife Car- 
oline (Helen Mirren) harbor evil inten- 
tions — until it’s too late, of course. 
While Richardson and Everett look 
gorgeous as the ill-fated tourists, their 
bland performances inspire more irrita- 
tion than sympathy. Should this seem 
like a perfect opening for scenery- 
chewer Walken, guess again.

Separate But Equal 


1991. Sidney Poitier, Burt Lancaster, dir.

For a made-for-television drama 
about such a sensitive subject, Separate 
But Equal is remarkably matter-of-fact. 
Opening in Clarendon County, South 
Carolina, the movie traces four years of 
legal maneuvering that culminated in 
the Supreme Court’s 1954 decision in 
Brown vs. the Board of Education—a de- 
cision which banned segregation in pub- 
lic schools. While it devotes the first 90 
minutes to depicting racism’s toll on the 
children of Clarendon County, Separate 
But Equal moves at a brisk pace. It does- 
n’t slow down until the NAACP’s 
Thurgood Marshall (Sidney Poitier) has 
presented his first arguments to the 
court. The film’s best scenes, in fact, 
take place in the courtroom and later

among the members of the court itself. 

Richard Kiley portrays Chief Justice 
Earl Warren as a poorly qualified yet in- 
genuously righteous jurist — it’s intrigu- 
ing to watch him implore other reluc- 
tant members of the court to “send a 
message that America is a moral na- 
tion.” (His status as a prominent Repub- 
lican merits only one mention.) Burt 
Lancaster disappoints as John W. Davis, 
counsel for the state of South Carolina, 
never convincing the viewer that he’s 
the legendary maverick who made a ca- 
reer of trying unpopular cases. And his 
courtroom oratory pales beside Poitier’s. 

Separate But Equal can’t escape a dis- 
tinct made-for-TV feel (low-quality film 
stock, frequent fade-outs) but it does re- 
frain from depicting all segregationists as 
cartoonish villains. Conversely, for all 
his inherent nobility, Poitier manages to 
imbue Marshall with earthy good humor 
in a performance that stops short of wor- 
ship. Keeping its focus narrowed to one 
aspect of the civil rights movement, Sep- 
arate But Equal avoids biting off more 
than it can chew in less than four 
hours —and the result is a subtly power- 


ful film. —Lorraine Cademartori

These two highly regarded westerns 
from the same period embody widely di- 
vergent takes on the genre, but each has 
its own particular charms. The Magnifi- 





cent Seven is a classic shoot-’em-up in- 
spired by Kurosawa’s Seven Samurai, 
while Ride the High Country is a small- 
scale morality play. 

Although the bloody Wild Bunch 
may be the quintessential western from 
Peckinpah, High Country trods much 
the same thematic ground of personal 
honor. Aging guns-for-hire played by 
Randolph Scott and Joel McCrea escort 
newly mined gold out of the rugged Sier- 
ta Mountains. Complicating their mis- 
sion is Elsa (Mariette Hartley in her first 
movie role), a young gal on the lam from 
a brutish groom and his lecherous broth- 
ers. Letterboxing preserves the sweeping 
mountain vistas through which they 
travel, and the wide screen is especially 
well-used in a long-distance rifle duel. 

The Magnificent Seven is great fun, 
not only for the performances of veter- 
ans Yul Brynner and Eli Wallach, but 
rising talents Steve McQueen, James 
Coburn, Robert Vaughn and Charles 
Bronson as mercenaries recruited by 
Mexican villages to vanquish Wallach’s 
marauding banditos. The dialog is taut 
and the pace stately, and the action is 
well-staged if somewhat antiseptic — the 
shootings are prodigious but tidy. A big 
plus is that the climactic battle on side 3 
is presented in CAV mode, although the 
jacket neglects to mention this. As a bo- 
nus, both films are followed by their the- 
atrical trailers. —Andy Wickstrom 


None But the Brave

None But the Brave is a revisionist 
World War II drama with a pacifist bent, 
put forward by that oft-overlooked film- 
maker Frank Sinatra—he directed, pro- 
duced and played a supporting role. The 
plot is unusual but amazingly simple: 
Two small, equally matched groups of 
Japanese and American soldiers find 








themselves stranded on the same Pacific 
island—the Japanese have water and 
food, while the Americans have medi- 
cine and a medical corpsman, and both 
sides discover they must come together 
if they are to survive. 

What makes this film extraordinary 
is that its story is told from the Japanese 
point of view, through the eyes of a 
young lieutenant played brilliantly by 
Tatsuya Mihashi. The film’s larger story 
unfolds through him as we witness the 
foolhardiness and bravery of the men on 
both sides. Among the Americans, Clint

Walker gives a surprisingly effective per- 
formance as the Marine pilot who takes 
command of the plane-wrecked group — 
his character is both a rational, thought- 
ful officer and an utterly dedicated 
killer. Sinatra plays the corpsman, a cyn- 
ical veteran who’s almost seen too much 
to care, but can’t ignore the futility and 
brutality around him. 

Sinatra's direction is clean and 
straightforward, with few surprises. He 
knows how to keep a story moving, fill- 
ing the screen with either action or ten- 
sion. The only awkward moment in- 
volves some very predictable multiple 
flashbacks — that, however, is the fault 
of the screenplay. The letterboxed image 
is extremely sharp and crisp, highlight- 
ing Harold Lipstein’s cinematography. 
Lipstein’s work is a little too brightly lit, 
though, giving the movie perhaps too 
clean a look for the intended setting.

ends of the career of special-effects ani- 
mation wizard Ray Harryhausen: The 
Beast From 20,000 Fathoms was his first 
solo effort after working with Willis 
O'Brien, while The Valley of Gwangi 
comes from his late middle period, and 
began as an unmade O’Brien project. 


The Beast From 20,000 Fathoms is 
the more straightforward of the two, a 
mystery/science fiction story about a di- 
nosaur, awakened by an arctic atomic 
blast, that makes its way to its ancient 
spawning grounds in New York harbor. 
Director Eugene Lourie has a direct, no- 
nonsense approach that anticipates the 
better-known sci-fi classic Them! He 
handles his actors well, particularly Paul 
Christian, whose gentle, cultured Ger- 
man accent makes him an unusual hero. 
But Harryhausen’s dinosaur is the real 
star —from its first appearance moving 
through an arctic blizzard, the beast 
takes on a hauntingly lifelike quality. 

The Valley of Gwangi is more fun— 
although some of the carnage may dis- 
turb small children—and offers Har- 
tyhausen a chance for some real razzle- 
dazzle effects. The plot is incidental: 
The owners of a 19th-century wild West 
show find an isolated valley in Mexico

inhabited by prehistoric creatures, in- 
cluding a nasty tyrannosaur. None of the 
human characters can match Harry- 
hausen’s creations. 

Both films have been very well trans- 
ferred for disc, and Gwangi’s color, in 
particular, stands out compared to TV 
prints. The sound levels on The Beast 
From 20,000 Fathoms, however, vary too 
much for comfort in some scenes.

Of I Confess, Alfred Hitchcock said, 
“We shouldn’t have made the picture.” 
He declared, ‘There isn’t very much to 
say...” about Dial M for Murder, and filed 
The Wrong Man among “the indifferent 
Hitchcocks.”’ But even indifferent 
Hitchcocks outperform the efforts of 
many directors. 

These lesser works from the ’50s— 
flanked by masterpieces such as Stran- 
gers on a Train, Rear Window and Ver- 
tigo— premiered when the director was 
not only enjoying public acclaim for his 
TV series, but industry accolades from 
directors like Francois Truffaut. And 
though each has drawbacks — the heavy- 
handed “martyr” concept in I Confess, 
the straight-from-the-stage, non-cine- 
matic interpretation of Dial M for Mur- 


der and the oppressive, bleak nature of | 








The Wrong Man —they also offer stun- 
ning visuals, some great dialog and inter- 
esting variations on one of Hitch’s favor- 
ite themes: what happens when a com- 
placent human being suddenly “falls 
into a manhole.” 

In I Confess, Father Michael Logan 
(Montgomery Clift) hears the confes- 
sion of a murderer, then, through cir- 
cumstantial evidence, is accused of 
committing the crime himself. Clift is 
appropriately low-key, but the tension is 
still present: As the killer walks along- 
side him and taunts him about the sanc- 
tity of the confessional, the camera 
rapidly back-tracks through the parish 
in a dizzying, intense sequence. 

Dial M for Murder framed Grace 
Kelly for killing a blackmailer, but she 
was merely defending herself against a 
man hired by her husband (Ray Mil- 
land) to “do away with” the unfaithful, 
wealthy wife. Hitchcock left few of his 
masterful touches on this play, taking a 
mere 36 days for filming, but the dialog 
sparkles and he still packs a few sur- 
prises, like the sudden extreme high-an- 
gle view of the hired killer as he and the 
husband map out the fateful night. 

The Wrong Man is based on the true 
story of Christopher Emmanuel Bal- 
estrero (Henry Fonda), wrongly tried as 
a holdup man, then forced to watch his 
wife (Vera Miles) crumble. The relent- 
less Bernard Herrmann score wonder- 
fully mirrors the methodical plodding of 
the police as they follow “procedure.” 
Fonda and Miles are excellent, yet the 
tone is depressing and ultimately tiring. 

The Hitchcock name itself is enough 
to recommend these films, but like the 
image quality of the discs themselves, 
these titles are good —but not great.

Speakers also markets an in-wall THX 
cluster (available with an in-wall or free- 
standing subwoofer) for about $5,000, 
depending on the choice of subwoofer. 
Altec-Lansing’s integrated speaker array, 
with free-standing front systems and 
wall-mounted ambient speakers, sells for 
$3,000. 

The fifth and newest company to en- 
ter the ranks is Cambridge Sound Works, 
which is taking a more populist ap- 
proach. Dubbed the Surround, its THX- 
approved side speakers are priced at 
$400 a pair and will be sold through in- 
stallers or directly from the Newton, 
Massachusetts-based company. 

Three companies only offer THX- 
approved electronics. Along with its 
$1,695 SSD-66 surround processor, Au- 
dio Design Associates has a new five- 
channel amp called the MPA-5000. 
Lexicon’s CP-3 preamp/signal processor 
sells for $2,500, and NAD pegs its 2400 
THX two-channel stereo amplifier at

title of George Lucas’ first feature, 
THX-1138, and it handily identifies the 
engineering genius at work as (T)omlin- 
son (H)olman’s e(X)periment. Holman, 
who served:as chief electrical engineer 
for Advent Corp. in the mid-’70s, later 
founded Apt Corp., under which banner 
he designed two nearly legendary com- 
ponents: the Apt/Holman preamplifier 
and the Apt 1 power amp. Today, he di- 
vides his time between sonic projects for 
Lucasfilm and teaching film sound at the 
University of Southern California. 

His THX venture has won some 600 
theaters to its standard worldwide, all 
but about 80 in the United States. Even 
after a movie emporium has met the Lu- 
casfilm criteria, it is re-evaluated twice a 
year to make sure the paying public is 
getting the full sonic treatment. “You’d 
be amazed how a theater’s listening en- 
vironment can change in the months af- 
ter a THX system has been approved,” 
Holman says. 

Translating all this from movie thea- 
ter to living room means overcoming 
some culturally entrenched ideals. One 
might reasonably ask why a video buff 
should bother putting together a THX- 
approved sound system in the first place. 
Aren’t there surround-sound processors 
aplenty on the market, plus a wealth of 
superb power amplifiers and high-perfor- 
mance speakers of every size and shape? 
If you’ve worked your way up to a first- 
class music system, don’t you have a 
ready-made thriller of a sound package 
for watching movies? 

Holman receives the flurry of chal- 
lenges with a scientist’s equanimity, but 
his replies come with the slashing direct- 
ness of a defense attorney. In short, he 
declares that most hi-fi systems —set up 
as they are for enjoying music — are irrel- 
evant and immaterial to the purposes of 
movie sound reproduction. 

“Film sound is unlike any kind of re- 
corded music because film sound has a 
very specific way it is supposed to be 
played back,” Holman explains. “It’s 
nothing like a concert hall. Film sound 
exists only on the dubbing stage. But it 
also has an advantage over concert mu- 
sic in that it really can be reproduced 
exactly the way it was recorded—not an 
approximation of the original but an ex- 
act duplication. However, the playback 
system has to be set up to get it right.” 

Thus THX comes home. “The first 
thing you notice with a laserdisc is that, 
over a flat home hi-fi system, the sound 
from the disc is too bright. When 
sound — as dialog, music or effects — is 
applied to film on a dubbing stage, it has 





very specific frequency response and 
loudness levels. If it is to be matched on 
a home system, these exact characteris- 
tics must be recreated. 

“The dynamic range of film sound is 
standardized, partly so that all film 
sound can be judged against the same 
reference for the Academy Awards. But 
there’s no such standard in music re- 
cording. A string quartet and a Mahler 
symphony may be recorded at the same 
level and you the listener must control 
the volume at playback to achieve real- 
istic sound pressure levels. This isn’t the 
case with film’ sound. A critical goal of 
the THX home system is to enable lis- 
teners to enjoy the full dynamic range 
that’s on a disc.” 

This means, again, using a matched 
set of stereo amplifiers (100 watts per 
channel for home systems), with one 
dedicated to the front right and left 
channels, one to surround channels and 
one split between the center channel 
and subwoofer. Moreover, the front ar- 
tay of speakers is designed to “squeeze” 
vertical dispersion, thus intensifying the 
sound through the comparatively nar- 
row arc defined by the ears of listeners, 
sitting or standing. The surround speak- 
ers, intended for placement not at the 
rear of a room but at the sides, fire for- 
ward and rearward. Indeed, the ambient 
portion of the signal is not only mono, 
but “decorrelated” to further reduce any 
sense of its origin. 

“With Dolby Stereo,” says Holman, 
“the surround is all mono. If you sit dead 
on a center line, you get a balanced im- 
age from the surrounds. But if you move 
a foot off the center line, the image falls 
apart. Even two milliseconds of change 
and you perceive the surround coming 
from one direction. That’s distracting 
and not what we want. Home THX adds 
a circuit to spatialize the sound—to de- 
correlate the image —so that you're enve- 
loped by a much more spacious image. 
That’s the real purpose of surround. 

“Tt’s also extremely important that 
the side speakers do not fire directly at 
the listener. You can appreciate the ef- 
fect of a properly balanced system in the 
scene in The Empire Strikes Back where 
Luke is in the forest and you sense the 
jungle all around you—not in front of 
you or beside you, but surrounding you.” 

Perhaps the most important goal of 
THX, notes Holman, is keeping the dia- 
log front, center and clear. Citing other 
action films, like Batman and Lethal 
Weapon 2, Holman says, “We put up lots 
of competition for dialog and yet our 
number-one concern is that dialog be 
understood at all time.” Understood and 
on target. Holman contends that not all 
manifestations of Dolby Pro-Logic are 
equal, and that certain cinematic mo- 
ments can reveal problems not to be suf-

snaps back to center. In a correctly oper- 
ating Pro-Logic processor, this doesn’t 
happen.”

during quiet passages and a buzz during 
loud ones, and the 100-watt Pioneer, 
which has grossly calibrated bass and 
treble controls that only make its tinny, 
boomy sound tinnier and boomier. 

The Onkyo has no center-channel 
amplification, only an RCA center-out 
jack for use with a separate power 
source. The Technics also provides a 
center-out jack, which I used because 
the Technics 10-watt center amp is 
woefully inadequate. The Pioneer, alas, 
has no center-out jack, and its 20 watts 
are badly mismatched with the 100 sup- 
plied to the front left and right channels. 
As a result, dialog was generally harder 
to decipher. 

For surround amplification, the On- 
kyo’s 35 watts per channel produced 
clean sound, even through sudden, rear- 
channel signal surges— which is what 
most sound mixers like to put in the sur- 
rounds. The Pioneer was unsatisfactory 
at 18 watts per channel. The Technics’ 
10-watt surrounds sounded better — not 
punchy, but not distorted. 

Dolby decoding is extremely accu- 
rate in the Technics and Onkyo units, 
although the Onkyo’s superior ampli- 
fication makes its overall sound quality 
much better. Torture-tested with the 
opening sequence from The Abyss, both 
the Technics and the Onkyo routed 
each voice to its appropriate spot, with 
nary a “leak” into adjacent channels. 

To my surprise, the Pioneer’s decod- 
er proved a washout. Voices “pumped” 
inappropriately between channels, and 
the surrounds gave off clicks —some- 
times during volume surges, sometimes 
when consonants were spoken. 

For ease and flexibility, the Pioneer 
unit is the champ. But its faulty decod- 
ing and inadequate amplification make 
it no match for the Onkyo, a terrific val- 
ue if you can find a reasonably priced 
amp for its center-channel output. The 
Technics is recommended solely for 
movie sound, but again, only if you add 
a separate amp to power the center 
channel. —Steve Daly

number of locations, NTN had more 
than 20,000 players competing along 
with QBI during Super Bowl ’91. NIN 
Communications, based in Carlsbad, 
California, distributes 15 different inter- 
active games, including Trivia Show- 
down, which it calls “the biggest game 
show in the world.” 

NTN comes in to subscribing estab- 
lishments through satellite receivers, 
with the interactive data broadcast over 
local FM sideband. Viewers interact by 
using a handheld Playmaker remote 
control with 40 programmable keys and 
a two-line display. Playmaker responses 
are transmitted via radio frequency to 
an antenna in the system’s local base 
station, which modems the results to 
NTN’s central computer. Game data 
can also be displayed on a “scoreboard 
monitor” next to a standard TV set. 

A burst of compressed video — our 
cherry bombe flavor—can be quickly 
transmitted, then played back in real 
time by a home receiver, widening the 
horizon for video-on-demand services. 
This is the idea behind Explore Technol- 
ogy, an aggressive new company in 
Scottsdale, Arizona, which has patented 
technology to transmit a two-hour fea- 
ture-length movie in 3.4 minutes over 
satellite feeds, and in just 5.8 seconds on 
a fiber-optic network. “Our focus is not 
interactive TV per se, but sending video 
point to point in less than real time,” ex- 
plains Explore chief Richard Lang, who 
previously helped create the dual-deck 
VCR. 

The key to Explore’s Instant Video 
brand of interactivity is analog-to-digital 
conversion of video signals, followed by 
digital compression techniques. All this 
is invisible to viewers, who simply dial 
up by phone and punch in a catalog 
number. The desired movie is sent to an 
addressable in-home Instant Video Re- 
ceiver, which is Explore’s VCR-sized de- 
vice for recording bursts on a rewritable 
optical disc and decompressing them 
onto a VHS cassette for later viewing. 

By the end of the year, Lang expects 
to announce a consumer test for the sys- 
tem. Its compact size makes it suitable 
for local cable franchises as well as video 
stores, which will be able to offer video 
on demand to customers — while they 
wait. 

The most popular interactive TV 
method so far, to judge actual use, is also 
the plain vanilla of the lot—“800” and 
“900” telephone numbers that rely on 
state-of-the-art equipment to handle 
thousands of calls from viewers respond- 
ing to phone numbers flashed on the TV

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screen. The standard for this technology 
is being set by Call Interactive, a two- 
year-old Omaha-based joint venture of 
AT&T and American Express Informa- 
tion Services. Last fall, Wheel of Fortune 
ran a “Cruise and Splash Special” game, 
with a vacation cruise as grand prize. It 
drew nearly five million phone calls with 
fees of $2 per minute, leading a company 
spokesman to call it “the largest interac- 
tive contest in entertainment history.” 

Call Interactive says it can process 
10,000 calls in 90 seconds, 450,000 calls 
in an hour. It was Call Interactive that 
fielded 1.2 million calls when VH-1 
staged a promotional contest with a 
grand prize of 33 Corvettes. 

“The advantage of using the tele- 
phone for interactive TV is that you 
don’t have to buy another piece of 
equipment,” says Michael Mascioni, 
managing editor of Interactive Entertain- 


ment, a newsletter of the Alexander & 





Associates research firm. Mascioni cred- 
its the success of Call Interactive to 
“coupling the telephone with television, 
two of our most common technologies.” 

Still, phone polls have their limits. 
TV Answer, a Reston, Virginia, firm, is 
reaching for the skies—a piece of the 
frequency spectrum actually —for a sys- 
tem that relies on a home receiver and a 
remote control pointer. TV Answer has 
demonstrated its system in 500 homes in 
Fairfax County, Virginia, and applied for 
its own radio frequency. 

In the test, viewers rented the equip- 
ment for $13 a month. On their TV 
screens, they saw graphics showing 
channel choices for news, sports, music, 
education and other types of programs 
that could be accessed by aiming on- 
screen crosshairs generated by the re- 
mote pointer. Viewers could buy 
products, respond to polls or request in- 
formation.

The two-way interactive data was 
transmitted over a cellular phonelike 
signal sent to a nearby base station, then 
by satellite to a local broadcaster. The 
system can handle up to 600,000 re- 
sponses at a time for every 10,000 house- 
holds. 

If the Federal Communications 
Commission grants TV Answer’s re- 
quest, as it is expected to do early next 
year, two channels (in a 0.5 megahertz 
band at 218 mHz, near TV’s Channel 13) 
would be allocated in every U.S. locality 
for two-way video data services. 

But which of these interactive fla- 
vors will succeed is anybody’s guess. Nor 
does anyone know for sure whether fiber 
optics, coaxial cable or paired telephone 
wires will prove to be the most cost-ef- 
fective medium for carrying two-way 
data. In fact, GTE is testing home uses 
for all these media in Ceritos, California, 
just south of Los Angeles. 

At the same time, in a Denver sub- 
urb, a test of viewer-controlled fiber-op- 
tic and hybrid cable TV is being con- 
ducted by an alliance of Tele-Communi- 
cations, AT&T and US West. Video-on- 
demand and enhanced pay-per-view are 
the principle services being offered. 

It’s reassuring to think that the best 
interactive TV technology will win, but 
the medium still needs a compelling 
message. What kind of programming 
will make interactive television more 
than a novelty and truly irresistible? 
This remains the biggest question in an 
industry that may generate $6 billion in 
revenues within four years—or that 
could still fall by the wayside if couch 
potatoes resist this massive assault on 
their sweet tooth. a

It’s nearly midnight, on an evening per- 
haps next year, and you’re 30 minutes 
into the month’s hottest pay-per-view 
movie. But your eyelids are drooping. 
No sweat: Just pop a blank cassette into 
the VCR and catch the rest of the film 
later. That’s classic timeshifting, one of 
the key reasons you bought your VCR, 
right? 

Wrong. When you try to watch the 
copy, you'll discover it’s unwatchable, 
thanks to a new arrangement by Macro- 
vision, the company that developed the 
anti-piracy coding used on the vast ma- 
jority of prerecorded tapes. Not only has 
Macrovision recently extended its sys- 
tem to cover pay-per-view services, but 
Macrovision and other signal spoilers 
are being used by all existing and 
planned direct-broadcast satellite (DBS) 
services. There’s more: Macrovision is 
also working to apply its protective 
codes to laserdiscs, and proposed legisla- 
tion would make it illegal for viewers to 
thwart Macrovision anywhere it’s ap- 
plied. 

The upshot of all this anti-piracy fe- 
ver could turn your VCR into little 
more than a playback deck, able to 
record network TV shows, a few 
cable programs, camcorder videos 
shot by you and your friends — but 
not much else. 

Earlier this year, Jack Valenti, 
head of the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation of America, told the bud- 
ding pay-per-view industry that it 
might experience trouble getting 
the hottest movies unless it could 
guarantee their security. However, 
if they could promise the broad- 
casts would not be taped, pay-per- 
view and DBS services might get 
top-flight titles, either at the same 
time they’re released to video rent- 
al stores or slightly earlier. 

As a result, all three DBS con- 
tenders —SkyPix, PrimeStar and 
TVN — adopted some form of copy 
protection, for the first time ex- 
panding Macrovision’s use beyond 








the boundaries of the videocassette. On 
other fronts, Pan American Satellite 
agreed to offer Macrovision protection 
to a client list that includes ABC, CBS, 
CNN and Japan’s NHK network. And 
another company, General Instrument, 
which makes satellite receivers and de- 
coders, agreed to apply Macrovision to 
its DigiCipher digital signal-compression 
system. DigiCipher makes it possible to 
squeeze up to eight TV signals into the 
broadcast space normally occupied by 
one conventional channel. 

GI spokesman Mike Walker says 
Macrovision will be integrated into the 
same silicon chip that carries the Digi- 
Cipher circuit, and that the Macrovision 
coding can be switched on or off. Asked 
why GI made the arrangement, Walker 
replied, “Our DBS customers asked for 
it,” adding that Macrovision will be used 
only for pay-per-view movies. But Walk- 
er acknowledged that it is the client who 
will decide when to flip Macrovision on 
and off. Some experts worry that the 
Macrovision coding will affect not only 
pay-per-view channels, but basic cable 
channels carried along with them. 

Other anti-copying wrinkles are also 
possible. SkyPix’s proprietary signal

spoiler, for example, will have the capa- 
bility to address individual home re- 
ceivers to allow movies to be recordable 
only when subscribers pay an additional 
fee. Walker says GI hopes to do some- 
thing similar with DigiCipher by the 
time it goes into commercial use next 
year. 

Macrovision would also like to ex- 
tend its reach to laserdiscs, a problem 
until now because the format uses the 
same vertical blanking interval Macrovi- 
sion needs. One solution would be to re- 
quire laserdisc players to carry a decoder 
chip like the one required for the serial 
copy management system used by DAT 
recorders. 

On the political side of the anti- 
copying movement, Congress recently 
saw the introduction of the Motion Pic- 
ture Anti-Piracy Act, which is designed 
to make it illegal to do anything “to 
avoid, bypass, deactivate or otherwise 
circumvent the process, treatment, 
mechanism or system used by the owner 
of a copyright to prevent or inhibit re- 
cording.” As embodied in twin bills from 
Sen. Herbert Kohl and Rep. Howard 
Berman, the legislation is so broadly 
worded, argues Gary Shapiro, counsel to 
the Home Rights Recording Coali- 
tion, a manufacturers’ lobby, that it 
could apply to virtually any techno- 
logical improvement in VCRs, TV 
sets, cable boxes and numerous re- 
lated products. 

Shapiro warns that, in addition 
to Macrovision’s activities, the bills 
represent “an attempt to repeal by 
congressional action the results of 
the Supreme Court’s Betamax deci- 
sion,” which gives VCR owners the 
tight to make tapes from TV broad- 
casts for their private use. 

Fortunately, opposition has 
slowed the progress of the Anti-Pi- 
racy Act through Congress, and GI, 
reportedly, is taking a second look 
at how Macrovision might affect 
video signal compression. But the 
day may not be far off when using 
the VCR to record a televised pro- 
gram becomes the exception, not 
the rule. s
